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HALL BROUGHT I 
BEFORE. RANSOM 
POLICE, FBI SAD 
10 HAVE LEARNED 


Officials Reported to 


Have Found Number 
of Persons Saying 
Kidnaper Was Booked 
Without Money.

Police and federal agents, 
seeking to find some trace of the 
missing $303,720 in Greenlease 
ransom money, have established 
that Carl Austin Hall’s two suit- 
cases were not brought into the 
Newstead avenue police station 
at the time the kidnaper was 
booked, the Post-Dispatch was 
informed last night. 

This conclusion is considered 
significant by investigators be- 
cause Police Lt. Louis Shoulders 
and Patrolman Elmer Dolan 
have consistently maintained the 
suitcases, found later to contain 
$293,000 in ransom money, were 


taken into the station coinciden- 
tally with Hall. 

In the meantime, Hall and 
his accomplice, Mrs. Bonnie 
Brown Heady, are in jail in 
Kansas City awaiting arraign- 
ment in federal court this week 
on an indictment charging them 
with kidnaping the murdered 
6-year-old Bobby Greenlease. If 
convicted, they face the death 
penalty. 

Findings on Suitcases. 

Inquiring into circumstances 
surrounding the suitcases, the 
police and Federal Bureau of 
Investigation found a number of 
poreces who said they were cer- 
tain ll’s baggage was not on 
hand when Hall was booked as 
“James Byrne of Elgin, Ill.” at 
8:57 p.m. Oct. 6. 

The first persons who saw the 
suitcases in the station, aside 
from Shoulders and Dolan, were 
four special officers called in 
to work on the kidnaping case 
at 11:20 or 11:30 o'clock the 
saine night. These officers ob- 
served-the luggage in the cap- 
tatn'’s office,. whieh i¢ oceupied 
by Shoulders when he is in 
charge of the district at night. 

Two young women, who have 
asked that their names not be 
disclosed, told the Post-Dispatch 
they were in the station waiting 
to see a prisoner when Hall was 
brought in by Shoulders and 
Dolan. 

Saw No Suitcases. 

Although in a position to ob- 
serve all that transpired, they 
saw no suitcases, As Hall was 
being booked, they said, Shoul- 
ders received a call on the desk 
sergeant’s telephone. He spoke 

briefly, then hung up. 

The women noted that he 
then crossed the lobby to a tele- 
phone in a pay booth, where he 
made a call, talked a few min- 
utes in a low voice, and returned 
to the desk. 

After turning Hall over te a 
turnkey, Shoulders was joined 
by Dolan and the two policemen 
left the station, got into an 
automobile and drove away, the 
women § said. 
shortly after 9 p.m. 

As previously disclosed, a 
radio call was sent out for 
Shoulders at 9:32 p.m. He told 
investigators he was at that 
time taking his private automo- 
bile to his landlady, Miss June 
Marie George, 5382 Wabada 
avenue. 

‘I'll Tell Where Money Is.’ 

The call was made to sum- 
mon Shoulders back to the 
station where Hali had told a 
prison guard: “Get that officer 
who arrested me. I'll tell him 
where the money is.” 

Shoulders has said he is not 
surprised that no one saw the 
suitcases brought into the sta- 
tion. He told investigators he 
deliberately slipped the baggage 
in to prevent a premature leak 
on the kidnaping investigation. 

However, authorities pointed 
out that Shoulders, if he de- 
sired secrecy, could have used 
a circuitous route leading from 
the ambulance annex on the 
south side of the police station 
to the captain’s office in’ the 
rear. 

Shoulders and Dolan testified 
before the federal grand jury 
that indicted Hall and Mrs. 
Heady at Kansas City Friday. 

The two officers also have 
a questioned in the Police 

epartment inquiry into dis- 
crepancies of police accounts of 
the kidnapers’ arrests. 

Investigators are convinced 
Hall and Mrs. Heady had all of 
the $600,000 ransom when they 
arrived here Oct. 5. Search has 
been instituted for the $303,720 
still missing or unaccounted for 
in Hall’s lavish spending. 

Money Shifted in Park. 

Transfer of the ransom from 
its original duffel bag to two 
newly-purchased suitcases was 
made by the kidnapers in Ben- 
ton Park shortly after 9 a.m. 
Oct. 5, two hours after their ar- 
rival here, inquiry by the Post- 
Dispatch disclosed. 

The shift of money from the 
duffel bag to two suitcases is 
thought to have occurred in the 
few minutes that elapsed from 
the time Hall and Mrs. Heady 
alighted from a taxicab at Jef- 
ferson avenue and Potomac 
street until they appeared at a 

v tavern at Wyoming street and 
California avenue, seven blocks 
away,

G.O.P. Won by 55,000 
Year Ago, but Now 
Fears Democrat May 


Beat Their Man,

ELIZABETH, N.J., Oct. 31— 
Under normai circumstances the 
Republican national leadership 
could ask nothing better than a 


referendum on the Eisenhower 
Administration in New Jersey’s 
Sixth Congressional District. 

Such a test, a sequel to Wis- 
consin, is coming up on Tuesday. 
A special election will be held 
to replace former Representative 
Clifford P. Case, Republican lib- 
eral, who resigned from the 
House to become president of 
the Fund of the Republic, estab- 
lished by the Ford Foundation. 

The competing candidates are 
George F. Hetfield, 45-year-old 
Republican lawyer of Plainfield, 
and Harrison A. Williams, Dem- 
ocrat, 33, also a lawyer. 

For Republicans this has been 
a foolproof district. No Demo- 
crat has been elected since a 
gerrymandering legislature cre- 
ated the district in 1932. It 
withstood all assaults by Demo- 
crats in the years when Frank- 
lin Roosevelt carried New Jersey 
regularly and quadrennially. 

But after those essential facts 
have been stated, Republican 
normality vanishes. 

Political History. 

Now, for the first time, Repub- 
lican managers are scared of the 
Sixth. Publicly they claim a 
majority of 20,000 for Hetfield, 
would be surprised if he got 
15,000 and would settle happily 
for 10,000. 

Informed observers think the 
Republican margin may shrink 
to 5000. z 

If Williams wins, New Jersey 
would set it down as the greatest 
upset since Truman upended 
Dewey in 1948. For this is the 
district that Case, outrunning 
Eisenhower, carried by 55,000 
only a year ago. 

The Sixth district embraces 
all of Union’ county, a mixed 
political subdivision of metro- 
politan notth Jersey. Its regis- 
tered vote is 215,750, down only 
7000 from presidential 1952. 
This does not necessarily reflect 
popular interest in the special 
election since permanent regis- 
tration is in effect and the slight 
fluctuation is due to deaths and 
removals. 

The county is on the mainline 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad, is 
served by the state Turnpike. It 
houses great oil refineries, 
chemical and pharmaceutical 
plants, automotive works and 
other industries. To the west, 
comfortably removed from New- 
ark airport, industrial smoke and 
grime and’ arterial highways, 
stand the well-barbered lawns 
and putting greens which. keep 
its large commuter population 
Ahdppy. 

In this setting and this cam- 
paign no angry farmers lurk ‘n 
ambush behind stone fences as 
in-Wisconsin’s Ninth. The politi- 
cal booby traps that abound are 
the exclusive creation of the Re- 
publican organization. 

Intra-Party Feud. 

First, the Republican machine 
led by freeholder Albert Ben- 
ninger ran out on Case when he 
sought the Republican nomina- 
tion for Governor last spring. 
Benninger led his faction of the 
organization to Paul Troast, a 
contractor, and chairman of the 
State Turnpike Authority. 

For this snub Union county 
gave Troast’s primary opponent, 
State Senator Malcolm Forbes, 
a majority of 11,000. There are 
signs that Union Republicans 
love Troast little more in No- 
vember than they did. in May. 

Second, Benninger forced the 
designation of Hetfield on the 
Republican county committee 
when Case chucked it and took 
$40,000 a year to preside over 
the Fund for the Republic. Het- 
field won over Horace A. Baker, 
Westfield lawyer, by 10 votes in 
the county committee. 

Subsequently, by a tie vote, 
the county board of elections 
blocked an investigation into 
Hetfield’s eligibility based on 
the claim that as late as last 
spring he had not been a, resi- 
dent of Union but a borough of- 
ficial in Mantoloking, Ocean 
county, where Vice President 
Nixon spent last August.

The American Federation of 
Labor’s National Agricultural 
Workers Union, which has never 
in its history won a strike or 


even been given a contract, is 
leading an unprecedented walk- 
out of sugar cane workers at the 
height of the harvest season. 
Its objective here is solely to 
gain recognition of the union, 
despite the powerful opposition 
of the plantation owners who 
are evicting strikers from com- 
pany-owned homes and prepar- 
ing to blacklist strike leaders. 
Unusual Methods Used. 


Union organizers, toughened 


ji by bitter and unsuccessful cam- 


paigns in the California fruit 
belt and the Louisiana strawber- 
ry fields, are using unique meth- 
ods to keep the spirit of the 19- 
day-old strike alive. 

The daily meetings with the 
workers have the fervid, com- 
munal atmosphere of back-coun- 
try evangelist gatherings.

A Russian resolution demand- 
ing ratification by U.N. members 
of the 1925 Geneva convention 
outlawing bacterial warfare was 
sidetracked by the committee, 
which voted 38-5 not to vote on 
the proposal. 

‘Tens of Thousands’ Killed. 


Meanwhile, in support of the 
United States demand made yes- 
terday for a General Assembly 
hearing on the question of Com- 
munist atrocities against U.N. 
forces in Korea, the American 
delegation today issued an ex- 
planatory memorandum assert- 
ing that its investigation dis- 
closed that “tens of thousands” 
of soldiers and civilians had 
been .“‘killed by beatings, delib- 
erately planned starvation, cold- 
blooded murder, mutilation and 
terture.” 


The memorandum, signed by 
United States Delegate Henry 
|Cabot Lodge Jr. and addressed 
ito U.N. Secretary General Dag 
'Hammarskjold, asserted that 
Peer extent and nature of these 
atrocities” should be laid before 
the General Assembly. Lodge 
pointed out that the outrages 
were against U.N. members en- 
gaged, by Assembly direction, in 
“collective action against aggres- 
sion.” 


_ Ledge Statement. 


“The United States Govern- 
ment was able only recently to 
carry the investigation of these 
atrocities to such point as to 
warrant submission of this mat- 
ter to the General Assembly for 
appropriate consideration,” 
Lodge stated. 

“In the course of the United 
Nations action in:Korea to repel 
aggression and restore interna- 
tional peace and security in the 
area,” Lodge’s memorandum 
said, “evidence was uncovered 
at various times of atrocities 
committed By North Korean and: 
Chinese. Communist forces. 


“The atrocities were carried 
out against members of United 
| Nations forces as well as against 
ithe civilian population in Ko- 
rea. 


“Extensive and careful inves- 
tigation has now verified that 
tens of thousands of United Na- 
tions soldiers and Korean civil- 
ians, who had been‘ captured by 
North Korean or Chinese Com- 
munist aggressors, subsequently 
were killed by beatings, delib- 
erately planned. starvation, cold- 
blooded murder, mutilation and 
torture.” 


Russians Took Part. 


Earlier, the United States 
presented evidence that high- 
ranking Russian officers, in- 
cluding a Red army general, 
took part in efforts to force 
germ-warfare “confessions” 


ers in Korea. 

Dr. Charles W. Mayo, Ameri- 
can spokesman, declared the 
American flyers held at “Pak’s 
Palace” near Pyongyang in North 
Korea, were questioned by Rus- 
sians or saw “Russian person- 
nel in one guise or another,” 
including a Soviet general, dur- 
ing their imprisonment. 


Dr. Mayo denounced allega- 
tions-by Russia’s Jacob A. Malik 
that the United States faked 
testimony of returned war pris- 
oners who repudiated their false

point with charges Malik made 
against the United States yes- 
terday, Mayo noted that the 
Soviet delegate “indignantly de-" 
nied” American statements that 
Russians participated in the 
prisoners’ interrogations but “of- 
fered no contrary facts.”

Nobel Prize Winner Then Rates Arousing 
U. S. for World War II, Rebuilding 
Forces in Short Time. 


By WILLIAM HALL 


PINEHURST, N. C., Oct. 31 
(UP)—Gen. George C. Marshall, 
winner of the 1953 Nobel peace 
prize, said today that he con- 
siders his greatest contribution 
to world peace involved his ef- 
forts in American struggles 
against aggression on opposite 
sides of the world. 

Marshall said he thought his 
efforts to persuade the Roose- 
velt Administration and the 
Congress in 1940 to prepare for 
an “inevitable” World War. II 
was his most difficult task. 
Next to that in difficulty, he 
said, was the job in 1950—after 
the Communists invaded South 
Korea—of rebuilding American 
forces in a short time over “con- 
flicting opposition” in Congress 
and in the nation. 

It was believed that the Nobel 
committee selected Marshall 
largely for his efforts in pro- 
meting the rebuilding of war- 
torn Europe through the so- 
= Marshall plan of economic 
aid. 

This reporter asked Gen. Mar- 
shall the direct question: “What 
do you think was your greatest 
contribution to world peace?” 
and Marshall, after some con- 
sideration replied: 

“I think it was in 1940 in the 
effort to persuade the Adminis- 
tration and Congress to get un- 
der way with preparations for 
the inevitable war. That was 
the hardest thing I ever did.” 
Marshall was then Army Chief 
of Staff. 

“Next to that I feel was the 
struggle in the fall of 1950 to 
rebuild our forces during the 
fighting in Korea, trying to do 


in a month what would nomi- 
nally take a year. This was un- 
der great pressure of conflicting 
opposition in the Congress and 
in the country as te how this 
should be done.”

RIDGWAY FINDS U.S, TROOPS 
READY IF KOREA TRUCE FAILS 


TOKYO, Oct. 31 (UP)—Gen. 
Matthew _B. Ridgway, United 
States Army Chief of Staff, com- 
pleted a three-day tour of Ko- 
rea and left for the United 
States today convinced Ameri- 
can forces in the Far East are 
ready to meet any renewed 
Communist aggression if the Ko- 
rean truce fails.

About nine Russian soldiers 
were riding on the trucks. They 
answered to ‘Russki!’”’ 

“Saw five or six Russian offi- 
cers go to camp headquarters 
during the summer of 1952. Im- 
mediately thereafter military po- 
sitions were dug around the 
camp.” 

“In the summer of 1952, for 
approximately one month, a 
truck would pass through the 
camp in the morning and eve- 
ning-carrying about five or six 
Rtissians, some in uniform, some 
in civilian work clothes. Think 
they may have been on the anti- 
aircraft guns.” 

“Saw Russians pass through 
camp from July 1951 to August 
1952, in five or six truckloads. 
They were dressed in regular 
Soviet uniforms with rank and 
insignia.” ’

But Official Warns 
Against ‘Premature 
Independence’ and 
Soviet Imperialism. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (AP) 
— Assistant Secretary of State 
Henry A. Byroade tonight 
pledged this country will use its 
influence to help colonial peo- 
ples toward self-government but 
he warned against the dangers 
of “premature independence.” 

Byroade, who is in charge of 
Near Eastern, South Asian and 
African affairs, addressed the 
World Affairs Council of North- 
ern California, meeting in Asi- 
lomar, Calif. The text was given 
out here. 


Byroade said the drive to- 
ward self-determination has 
taken hold of the world’s peo- 
ples at the same time Russia’s 
“new Soviet colonialism” 
begun to enslave others. 

During the last ten years, he 
said, Russia has enslaved some 
800,000,000 people by its form 
of colonialism. At the same time 
some 600,000,000 people have at- 
tained full independence in the 
free world, he noted, adding: 


“The new colonialism fostered 
by the Soviet dictatorship” does 
not contain this quality of mer- 
cy. It will be one of the great 
tragedies of our time if the 
peoples of Asia and Africa, just 
as they are emerging from gen- 
erations of dependence, should 
be deluded by the fatal lure of 
the new imperialism and re- 
turned thereby to an age of 
slavery.” 


Byroade said the United 
States Government realizes “‘co- 
lonialism” is dead, and added: 

“Alien rule over dependent 
peoples must be replaced as 
rapidly as possible by self-deter- 
mination. Of this there can be 
ho question.” 


However, he said, indepen- 
dence in itself is no “magic so- 


has 


lution” to all difficulties, and‘ 


premature independence for 
some areas not ready for it 
“would not serve the interest of 
the United States, nor the inter- 
est of the free world as a 
whole.” 


“Least of all,” he added, 
“would it serve the interest of 
the dependent peoples... . 

“We do not want the vast 
labor and pain extended in the 
struggle for freedom to be 
wasted by the premature cre- 
ation of a state which will col- 
lapse like a stack of cards at the 
first hint of difficulty.” 

Byroade said the United 
States, which is dedicated to 
world freedom, should pursue a 
“middle-of-the-road policy” in 
the current bitter argument be- 
tween the French government 
and nationalists in Morocco and 


Tunisia. 
“Our fundamental interest 
can be served only by an 


arrangement which is mutually 
satisfactory to both the French 
and the North Africans,” he 
said. 

Asserting Britain’s policy of 
encouraging local rule in areas 


south of the Sahara desert is | 


“paying dividends,” Byroade 
said it is possible to foresee 
“complete self-government for 
Nigeria and the Gold Coast 
within the framework of the 
British Commonwealth.”

Ordeal of 2 North Korean P.O.W.s 
Who Refuse to Be Repatriated 


One Attacks Red ‘Explainer’ and Gets Out 
Quickly; One Is Forced to Listen 
for 123 Minutes.

INDIAN VILLAGE, Korea, 
(Sunday) Nov. 1 (AP)—The tall, 
slender Commun lieutenant 
stood up, placed his fingers on 
a small table, and leaned toward 
the struggling North Korean 
prisoner. 
“Tung-moo,”’ the North Ko- 
rean officer began in yester- 
day's interview, “Comrade .. .” 
The word was like a whip 
across the prisoner's face. 
“Tung-moo,” he screamed and 
hurled himself against the lean, 
brown arms of his Indian guards. 
“Tung-moo, You filthy son of 
a dog. You dirty Communist 
traiter. You and your Russian 
and Chinese barbarians. Don’t 
comrade, me you dirty Chinese 
lover. I spit on your father and 
your mother.” 
He spat straight at the officer 
only five feet away. It missed 
his face but soiled the crisp olive 
green uniform with its gleaming 
belt and gold and scarlet shoul- 
der boards. 


Red Waits Quietly. 

The officer stood quietly erect 
as the prisoner writhed and 
stomped and kicked to break 
from his guards and rush his in- 
terrogator. 

The Indian neutral chairman 
in the tent, a Capt. Garaya, 
looked inquiringly at the Red 
officer. The Communist shrugged 
in resignation and started to sit 
down. 

Before Garaya could wave the 
raging prisoner out of the south 
door of the tent—where anti- 
Communists go — the latter 
hurled himself forward with a 
supreme effort. He kicked vic- 
lously at the little table and 
sent it hurtling into the Com- 
munist’s lap. 

Then the Indians, patience ex- 
hausted, lifted him off the floor 
and carried him bodily out of 
the tent. The interview had 
lasted nearly 40 seconds. 
The next prisoner was led in, 
struggling and sullen, and Ga- 
raya read the required prelimi- 
naries. 
The Red lieutenant stood up, 
placed his fingers on the table, 
and leaned forward. 
“Tung-moo .. .” he began, 
“Comrade...” 
The prisoner remained silent 
but struggling. 
“Tung-moo” the Communist 
repeated ‘“‘as a representative of 
the government of the republic 
I can guarantee your personal 
safety on my own word. You 
are safe now, and free if you 
go home now.” 

Plea To Be Let Go. 

“I don’t want to be repatri- 
ated—I want to stay in South 
Korea!” the prisoner said.  * 

The North Korean officer did 
not even seem to hear him. 

“You must think how great 
the greif of your father and 
mother will be if they cannot 
see you,” he went on. 

The prisoner looked appeal- 


“Let me go—I don’t want to be 
repatriated.” 
But he did not show the im- 


placable hatred of the first man. 

So began a strange duel that 
lasted for 123 minutes more.' 

The prisoner clenched his 
hands and tried to wrench out 
of the grasp of the Indian 
guards. 

The Red officer talked almost 
without interruption for an hour 
and a : 

The prisoner appeared like a 
bird hypnotized by a snake, 
wanting but unable to get away. 
More clever men might have 
argued. The prisoner just put 
his head down like a balky mule 
and let the words roll over him. 


‘Let Me Out of Here!” 


“Let me out-of here,” the 
prisoner shouted each time the 
officer paused for breath. 

At 9:58 a.m.—‘I don't want to 
be repatriated!” 

At 10:04 a.m.—"“I refuse to re- 
turn!” 

At 10:15—“I want to go back 
te my compound!” 

At 10:20—“I don’t want to go 
back!” _ 

At 10:21 the Communist broke 
the rules and threatened, “You 
must come back—you know that 
the People’s Republic will oc- 
cupy the southern half of Ko- 


eae 

Garaya halted him. 

“Tell him,” he told his in- 
terpreter, “that he will not use 
this threatening language.” 

At 10:30, more than an hour 
after the interview began, the 
weary prisoner turned plead- 
ingly to Garaya: 

“I have listened to the ex- 
planations and I have said 
want to go out that door to 


South Korea. Can I go now?” | 


Garaya answered that he must 
listen until the Reds were fin- 
ished. 

At 10:50, Garaya called for a 
five-minute recess. 

Outside the tent, the South 
Korean observers. pointed out 
that already the prisoner had 
asked 16 times to stay with the 
Allied side. : 

An Indian officer said the long 
interview “shows they're doing 
some thinking.” 

The interview resumed. 

At 10:57, the prisoner shrieked, 
“IT want to go out. Isn't there 
any time limit?” 

Garaya shook his head in the 


_negative. The prisoner sat down 


wearily. Finally at 11:13, the 
Red officer conceded defeat and 
the dazed prisoner was allowed 
to go.”

Kidnap-Killers to Be Ar- _ 


raigned Early This 
Week—U.S. Attorney 
Says He Will Insist on 
Death Penalty.

KANSAS ‘CITY, Mo., Oct. 31 


—Carl Austin Hall and Mrs. | 


Bonnie Brown Heady will have 
no opportunity to dodge the pos- 
sibility of the death penalty by 
pleading guilty of kidnaping and 
killing 6-year-old Bobby Green- 
lease, it was learned today. 

Many defendants plead guilty 
and throw themselves on the 
mercy of the judge in the hope 
of getting less than the maxi- 
mum penalty. 

In this case there can be no 
death penalty unless it is recom- 
mended by a jury. United States 
District Judge Albert L: Reeves, 
in whose court the case will be 
tried, made it clear today that 
he will direct trial by jury, re- 
gardless of the pleas entered by 
Hall and Mrs. Heady. 


To Have Adequate Counsel. 


The judge also made it clear 
that the confessed kidnapers will 
have adequate counsel. If they 
do not obtain attorneys, he will 
— attorneys for them, he 
said. 

While in jail at St. Louis, Mrs. 
Heady mentioned to a cellmate 
the possibility of pleading guilty 
and getting a prison sentence, 
with the further possibility of 
release on parole. 

The Lindbergh law, under 
which Hall and Mrs. Heady were 
indicted Friday, provides that if 
a jury does not recommend the 


death penalty, life imprisonment | 
is the maximum penalty a judge | 


may impose. 
Judge Reeves told the Post- 
Dispatch he would require that 


the evidence be presented to a 
jury so he could have the jury’s | 


recommendation as to. punish- 
ment. 

The two defendants will be 
arraigned early next week. The 
day and hour have not been an- 
nounced. Judge Reeves said 
that procedure, at which pleas 
are to be entered, would be car- 
ried out within the regular court 
hours of 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

United States Attorney Ed- 
ward L. Scheufler said he would 
insist on the death penalty be- 
cause he feels that it is com- 
mensurate with the crime and 
the evidence. 

Neither Has Lawyer. 


Neither Hall nor Mrs. Heady 
eo far has the services of a 
lawyer, although both have been 
visited in jail here by attorneys 
who have helped them with civil 
matters in the past. 

Marshall K. Hoag of Pleasan- 
ton, Kan., who helped Hall set- 
tle his family estate, saw him 
several days ago. He said today: 
“I will not represent Hall and 
I don’t know who his lawyer 
will be.” 

Mrs. Heady was visited by 
Harold M. Hull of Maryville, 
who was administrator of her 
father’s estate four years ago 
and who represented her when 
she obtained a divorce in Sep- 
tember 1952. He told the Post- 
Dispatch today he had not de- 
cided whether to appear for her 
in the present case. He pointed 
out that his is not a criminal 
practice. 

The confessed kidnapers will 
have adequate counsel whether 
they obtain it or not. Judge 
Reeves said he would appoint 
attorneys for them if they are 
without counsel at the time of 
arraignment. Asked whether he 
expected any difficulty in get- 
ting attorneys to represent them, 
he said he did not, since mem- 
bers of the bar in Kansas City 
are thoroughly responsive when 
a court calls on them. 

The judge said that regardless 
of how bad a criminal might be, 
“his or her rights will be pro- 
tected in my court. Otherwise, 
courts would become an instru- 
ment of mob law.” 


MAN IS KILLED BY TRAIN 


An unidentified man was 
killed last night when he was 
run over by a Terminal Railroad 
train near the intersection of 
Hall and Branch streets, police 
reported. 

The man, a Negro, apparently 
was lying with one of his legs 
across a track, the train crew re- 
ported. This right leg was sev- 
ered near the hip.

He 
wants a “middle - of - the - road” 
policy in public housing, is. “‘fa- 
vorably impressed’ by federal 
slum clearance and redevelop- 
ment programs ‘launched in re- 
cent years.” 

But no farm bloc is going 4o 
trap Hetfield into a soft agri- 
cultural policy if he gets to 
Washington. 

“I doubt most people I know” 
says Hetfield, “that $400,000 
daily is being spent for the 
rental of privately owned silos, 
warehouses, grain elevators and 
refrigeration plants to store 
crops whose money value is de- 
ereasing every day.” 

What Hetfield wants is a “real- 
istic farm supportp program that 
will not waste billions in federal 
taxes.” He warns constituents 
against “a permanent farm dole 
upon which the professional 
New Deal farm politicians are 
depending to buy the American 
farmers’ votes.” 

When the Democratic Williams 
praises Case for voting against 
the Administration on tideland's 
oil, Hetfield has this ready 
answer:

A large municipal bond issue 
should be submitted soon to the 
voters of St. Louls to expedite 
construction of expressways and 
finance other public improve- 
ments, directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce of Metropolitan St. 
Louis recOmmended in a state- 
ment made public last night. 

The bond issue proposal 
should be presented “as soon as 
city finances permit,” the state- 
ment declared. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
and other civic leaders have ex- 
pressed the opinion that the 
city’s financial stability must be 
assured through extension of the 
municipal earnings tax before a 
bond issue for urgently needed 
public works can be under- 
taken. The tax, which produces 
about $8,000,000 of the city’s 
total revenue of $47,000,000 a 
year, will expire next April 1 
unless the State Legislature, 
meeting in special session, gives 
St. Louis authority to continue 
the levy. 

Finance City’s Share.

Femven 000,000 to finance the 
city’s share of acquiring rights- 
| of-way for expressways, the 
_chamber’s directors stated. 

They pointed out that a start 
has been made on the Ozark 
expressway, and the section ex- 
tepding from Twelfth street and 
Gravois avenue to Washington 
avenue will be completed next 
year. The city will need about 
$20,000,000 to pay for rights-of- 
way on the rest of the Ozark 
route, on the Daniel Boone ex- 
pressway and the Mark Twain 
expressway, it was explained. 

“Until funds a available, 
probably through large bond 
issue, there is very little likeli- 
hood that anything can be done 
to secure these much-needed fa- 
cilities,” the directors of the 
chamber said. “This points to 
the fact that an early submis- 
sion of the bond issue is essen- 
tial to an expeditious develop- 
ment of this program.” 

The directors urged approval

There is a 
ispecial provision in the Taft- 
MiHartley act which sanctions 
state laws more restrictive than 
the federal law in matters con- 
cerning the union shop. Under 
this provision 17 states have en- 
miacted so-cailed “right-to-work” 
laws, which prohibits not only 
the closed shop, forbidden also 
by the Taft-Hartley Act, but also 
"ithe union shop, which the Taft- 
Hartley Act permits.

The Taft-Hartley Act prohibits 
secondary boycotts and requires 
the counsel of the NLRB to ob- 
tain court injunctions against 
unions which indulge in them.

He 
would remove that position of 
the law which makes it manda- 
tory that injunctions be ob- 
tained and would rephrase the 
law to permit some secondary 
boycotts. 

“I should like to ask,” says 
the Senator, “if an employer 
whose employes have refused to 
join a union, should be penal- 
ized by use of the secondary 
boycott?” The quotation is from 
the Senate debate on Taft-Hart- 
ley revision in 1949, when Ives 
was arguing for a secondary 
boycott provision that would:

“But the record under the 
Taft-Hartley Act shows that 
ever such severe provisions will 
mot always aid in resolving dis- 
putes or preventing a work stop- 
page. In other words, rio cer- 
tain remedy for curing a situa- 
tion such as we are considering 
has yet been presented. 

“Therefore, I am proposing a 
method for meeting the national 
emergency question which I feel 
gives as much assurance against 
a work stoppage as we can ex- 
pect. My proposal requires that 
in any case in which a strike or 
lockout occurs or continues, 
after the appointment of an 
emergency board. the President 
shall submit to Congress a full 
statement of the case, including 
a report of the emergency board 
if such a report has been made, 
and also such recommendations 
as he may see fit to make. 

“TI realize that the plan which 
I propose does not guarantee 
that there would be no work 
stoppage. I would point out, 
however, that with the probable 


This would be a most substan- | 


tial change in the law. It is the 
New Deal's Fair Employment 
Practices Act. Unfortunately, 


Ives. He fostered a fair em- 
ployment practices act in New 
York state and it works there. 

Ives has other amendments 
pending—eight in all—but the 
most significant is one which 
would amend the preamble of 
the Taft-Hartley Act, adding to 
the declaration of policy the 
statement: 

“To this end, it is most de- 
sirable that legal compulsion be 
regarded as a last resort and 
that the exercise of the so-called 
voluntary processes, including 
conference, conciliation, persua- 
sion, and mediation, be encour- 
aged to the utmost.” 

That amendment epitomizes 
Ives’s philosophy in labor ‘legis- 
lation—a good sound middle of 
the road position, somewhat to

$19,000,000 Coliseum, 
Apartment Buildings 
Planned in Columbus 


Circle Area.

NEW YORK, Oct. 31—A favor- 
able court decision has cleared 
the way for construction of the 
New York Coliseum, a $19,000,- 
000 convention hall, and two 
apartment buildings in the Co- 
lumbus Circle aréa. 


A pawnshop operator whose 
business is on Columbus Circle 
tried to block the project with 
a suit contending that only a 
small part of the 6.3 acres se- 
lected for redevelopment actu- 
ally is blighted. The New York 
Court of Appeals, the state's 
highest appellate court, by a vote 
of 5 to 2 held that a substantial 
part of the area is substandard 
and insanitary, so that the proj- 
ect qualifies as slum clearance. 

Two Blocks Involved. 

Two large blocks of old tene- 
ments, parking lots and a num- 
ber of commercial buildings, in- 
cluding a 24-story office build- 
ing, are to be redeveloped with 
federal aid under Title I of the 
National Housing Act of 1949. 
This is the same legal machinery 
St. Louis is using to redevelop 
its blighted plaza area with a 
park and a housing project. 

As a result of the court vic- 
tory, work on the New York 
project will begin immediately. 
The Triborough Bridge and Tun- 
nel Authority, which will build 
the coliseum, expects to com- 
plete acquisition of title to the 
site and begin relocating present 
tenants next month. 

Excavation for foundations will 
start about April 1. The conven- 
tion hall is scheduled for occu- 
pancy late in 1956. 

New York hopes the coliseum 
will bring in $50,000,000 to $100,- 
000,000 in new business. The 
five-story convention hall is to 
have 6000 fixed seats, about 12,- 
000 portable seats and four floors 
of exfibition space. An under- 
ground garage with two levels 
will accommodate about 800 au- 
tomobiles. 

12-Stery Apartment Buildings. 

Construction of the two 12- 
story apartment buildings is to 
be handled by a private re- 
developer. Plans call for 528 
apartments ranging in size from 
two and one-half to five rooms. 

It originally was estimated 
that the housing project, spon- 
sored by Punia & Marks, Inc., 
would involve an investment of 
$6,261,000, and monthly rents 
would be $43 a room. Rising 
construction costs may require 
revision of the rental estimate 
to $55 or $60. The location is 
in the high-rent, “walk-to-work” 
area. 

The Federal Government 
through a $6,000,000 grant stands 
ready to defray two-thirds of the 
cost of acquiring the two-block 
site and clearing it for redevel- 
opment.

BONN, Germany, Oct. 31—A 
report here says that Polish en- 
gimeers have begun work on a 
super-highway system to link 
most of eastern Europe with the 
Soviet armies in eastern Ger- 
many. 


The account, published by the 
German Soldier, a weekly for 
Wehrmacht ~veterans, says the 
core of the system is a double- 
lane thoroughfare which will 
join the existing German auto- 
bahn near Frankfurt Am Oder 
and extend eastward through 
Poznan, Warsaw and Minsk, to 
Moscow.

It is a very serious problem, 


one which contains the possibil!- 
ties of deep injustice some 
men as well as a continuing 
danger to American security. 
The story of Russian-sponsored 
methods of getting the confes- 
sions of germ warfare and other 
things for propaganda 8, 
and of the Communist methods 
of “indoctrination,” are enough 
to make one wonder why more 
imprisoned men did not give in. 
Gen. Dean's View. 


The top ranker among the re- 
turned prisoners, Maj. Gen. Wil- 
Ham F. Dean, says his experi- 
ences would cause him to be very 
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lenient with the men. Some of- 
ficers take the traditional view 
of generals that there are men 
who connive at their own cap- 
ture in the first place, that oth- 
ers are captured because they 
are poor soldiers, and that for 
even the best it is a part of war 
that must be endured like a 
soldier.

And nobody wants to re- 
assign to duty men, especially 
officers, who could be security 
risks.

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Increasing U.S. Supply of Atomic Bombs 


Now So Plentiful They May Be Used Instead 
of Conventional Explosives and They Are 
Adaptable to Almost Any Weapon—Armed 
Forces Caught by Surprise: Because of 
Secrecy Shrouding Developments.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31. 


WESOME but very general sfatements about new weapons and their 
effect on military plans and costs coming out of Washington, primarily 
from high civilian officials who attend meetings of the National Security 


Council, do not refer to any new or unknown weapons. 
explosives which are hardly in the new category. 


They refer to atomic 


What is new and revolutionary is that the atomic explosives are becoming 
available in such quantity that they can be substituted for conventional ex- 
plosives at less cost wherever the target is large. 


One atomic artillery shell can be sub- 
stituted for 10,000 conventional shells to 
lay down a carpet barrage through enemy 
lines. 


One city-buster bomb can do more dam- 
age than a 1000-plane raid with conven- 
tional explosives. 


It has become possible to adapt atomic 
explosives to almost any weapon. Guided 
missiles, torpedoes and mines can be atom- 
ic. It is even possible to make an atomic 
shell. for the 105 mm. (about 4.2 inches) 
and 155 mm. (about 6.2 inches) howitzers. 
The guns can then fire either conventional 
or atomic explosives depending on the size 
and importance of the target. 

It is quite apparent that if a formation 
of 15 planes carrying one atomic bomb 
can do more damage than 1000 planes 
loaded with conventional explosives, few- 
er aircraft are needed for the job of stra- 
tegic bombing. 

Likewise, if one artillery shell can be 
substituted for 10,000, the Army’s require- 
ments for artillery, for reserves of shells 
costing billions of dollars, for pee 
dumps behind the lines, and fer rail, 
and truck transportation to get shells to to 
the front, can be extensively reduced. 


May Cut Back on Shells.

It Was with all this in mind that Presi- 
dent Bisenhower at his press conference 
last Wednesday said that to say that new 
weapons “would have no effect on the 
composition of the military forces would 
be shutting your eyes to all history and 
to the logic of a situation of which cer- 
tain facts are rather apparent.” 

The officers of all three services have 
been Gaught by surprise by the secrecy 
which has surrounded the rapidity of 
atomie development. They still arev 
thinking in terms of atomic scarcity. 

Whereas every officer of the land, 
sea and air forces should be attempting 
te solve the revolutionary changes in a 
war in which atomic explosives are plen- 
tiful, few have given it a thought. 

Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther, Supreme 
Allied Commander, Eufope, has had his 
multi-nation staff war-gaming the atem- 
ic battlefield, some speculation has been 
undertaken at our Command and Gen- 
eral Staff College, and senior planners 
in the Pentagon are scratching their 
heads over it, but the vast majority of 
the officers are still unaware that they 
should be thinking of a new kind of 
warfare which may make many of their 
weapons and tactical ideas obsolete. 

No greater indictment of the excessive 
secrecy surrounding atomic develop- 
ment ean be.made than this: 

The mass of the military know so lit- 
tle about atomic development and pos- 
sibilities of weapons being made for 
them to use that they still are plugging 
along on traditional lines with never a 
thought that war may be so changed in 
two or three y as. to bear no re- 
semblance te one they are train- 
ing for. 

The exception of this is in the Air Force 
where they are fully alert to the possibil- 
ities of strategic atomic bombing, although 
they ‘are quite unprepared mentally to ex- 
ploit the possibilities of tactical bombing 
with atomic weapons. 


Three Schools of Thought. 


There are three schools of thought about 
war with plenty of atomic explosives. 

The first, found mostly in the Air Force 
and among senior Republicans, is the 
familiar one that strategic bombing will 
bring the enemy to his knees and will be 
decisive without the need for serious 
ground combat. 


The second, prevalent in the Army and 
Marines, discounts the idea that war can 
be won by strategic bombing alone and be- 
lieves that atomic weapons can be adapted 
to the conventional battlefield and conven- 
tional tactics. 

The third likewise discounts the idea 
that strategic bombing alone can win a 
war, but believes that tactical atomic weap- 
ons may so chahge the mature of the bat- 
tlefield that many of our convenional weap- 
ons and conventional tactics are outmoded. 

These are differences of the utmost im- 
portance. The war could be lost if the 
concepts for which we provide weapons 
and munitions are wrong. 

For example, if. ground and sea forces 
are neglected and strategic bombing fails 
or is thwarted by new defenses, Europe 
could be overrun with ease; or, if great 
emphasis is placed on winning the land 
battle with the help of atomic artillery 
used on conventional lines and the enemy 
knocks it all out with tactical A-bom 
the ground battle qould be lost. 

The disaster that would ensue as a re- 


sult of a false estimate of the capabilities 
and effects of the various atomic weapons 
indicates that any clear-cut decision to 
concentrate solely on atomic strate- 
gic and tactical weapons is unlikely. We 
probably shall continue te prepare both 
for atomic war and conventional war while 
we gain experience and think through the 
problems posed by new weapons. 


Historically, the military have been far 
more receptive to new weapons than they 
have been to new ideas for their use. Even 
today our military schools place their map 
problems in the standard frame of past sit- 
uations, with troops in contact and the war 
already under way. The writer has never 
seen a map problem dealing with the out- 
set of war although this is the only way 
the changes brought about by new weapons 
can be considered, 


Air Strikes First. 


The important initial action in a war to- 
day would not be the movement of troops 
toward the borders, it would be the strikes 
of the strategic bombing forces. Our first 
targets now are the Soviet long-range air- 
dromes and nuclear production facilities. 
This is a protective action to prevent bom- 
bardment of the United States. When the 
Soviets had no atomic capability, our first 
targets were their ustrial and commu- 
nications centers. 

By the same logic, thé Russians’ first 
targets would be our strategic air bases, 
probably the peripheral air bases around 
the world. 

There is a significant by-product to this 
change in the situation. Formerly we 
planned to retaliate against Soviet aggres- 
sion on Soviet industry, which of course 
means cities, with massive atomic attacks. 

Suppose the war did not start with 
attacks on cities. If our President un- 
leased an attack on Soviet cities, and he 
is the final authority, he at the same time 
could expect the Russians to retaliate on 
United States cities. His order to bomb 
Russian cities would be the equivalent to 
an order to bomb American cities, Would 
he give the order? Would.the Russians 
bomb our cities if we did not initiate it? 
No one knows. If he decided not to, the 
whole theory of winning a war by stra- 
tegic bombing falls flat. 


Important Opening Moves. 


What will be the opening of the atomic 
battlefield? Troops move toward the bor- 
ders. The greatest threat to them is tac- 
tical atomic bombing. This can be pre- 
vented, not by defenses, but by destroying 
the enemy aircraft and facilities on the 
ground. So the most important initial ac- 
tion in the ground battle would not be 
the contact of troops, but the mutual bom- 
bardment of each other’s airdromes. 

Airdromes are perfect targets for tactical 
atomic bombs—one bomb, one airdrome 
and everything on it.. The opposing air 
forces would rapidly diminish. 

There is an overwhelmingly important 
conclusion to be drawn from this mutual 
effort to destroy each other’s air forces— 
the side which starts. with air superiority 
should win the battle of mutual destruc- 
tion and come out of it with air domina- 
tion. é 

Air domination means freedom to use 
atomic weapons on the enemy ground 
forces. Without it, the ground battle al- 
most certainly would be lost. We are in- 
ferior in thé air in Europe. The tactical 
atomic bomb has not decreased the re-

quirement for tactical air—it has increased 
it, and if superiority is not held at the 
outset, it may never be attained. 

The old linear battlefield, clearly marked, 
with troops echeloned in depth, with ar- 
tillery farther to the rear and supplies and 
transportation in dumps is a worthwhile 
atomic target in time of atomic plenty. 
Tactical bombs will completely wreck the 
conventional battlefield, including any 
atomic cannon that may be on it. 

Air-atomic. power can now do what its 
protagonists have long claimed, but which 
it never before was able to accomplish. It 
can wipe out the opposing ground forces 
on the conventional battlefield. 


Necessary Rearrangements. 

If this is the case, the old-style battle- 
field will change. The nature of the change 
can be foreseen. Troops will be in small 
units, self-contained, concealed and s0 
widely dispersed in depth that they do 


| not provide a target. This sort of a bat- 


tlefield might be 50 miles deep. Ground 
warfare would be more like guerrilla war 
than like the old wars we use as a pat- 
tern. It appears that guerrilla formations 
might be adopted at the outset of a war 
to prevent atomic destruction of the forces. 

If one side. gets reasonably complete air 
domination, with the atomic threat re- 
moved, it then might begin to operate in 
more conventional ways. The battlefield 
of past wars has the great. advantage that 
it protects the rear and allows free move- 
ment of supplies and forces in relative 
safety. Standard troop formations would 
easily overcome lightly armed guerrilla 
detachments. 

It is apparent that the atomic battlefield 
will not dispense with the need for troops. 
As Gen. Omar N. Bradley, former Chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, once re- 
marked: The Russians could put their men 
100 yards apart and march across Europe, 
regardless of atomic bombs, if there were 
no ground forces to stop.them. 

The size of the ground forces may not 
change greatly, but their composition will. 
When atomic shells are provided for the 
smaller and more maneuverable cannon, 
the field artillery can be greatly reduced 
in size, possibly by three-fourths. This will 
bring a great reduction in the rear serv- 
ices, since conventional artillery uses shells 
in millions of tons. The present atomic 
cannon will allow a substantial decrease 
in our long-range heavy artillery very 
soon. 

But with the reduction in field artillery, 
there will have to be an increase in anti- 
aircraft artillery. The threat of the tacti- 
cal atomic bomb is so great that every 
possible defense will be required. Air- 
dromes will be heavily defended, troop 
areas must be protected. It is not unlike- 
ly that increased need for anti-aircraft ar- 
tillery and guided missiles will use up the 
savings in field artillery. 

The atomic bomb has reduced the size 
of the strategic bombing force already. We 
forget that we and the British were using 
14,000 bombers against Germany in 1945, 
where, because of short distances, these 
bombers could fly twice as many missions 
a month as we now can ay against Russia.

The strategic bombing force comprises 
about 1500 planes. If this is reduced by 
half, on account of the great distances to 
be flown, for comparison with the World 
War II bombing force, it can be seen that 
it is approximately one-twentieth, in ef- 
fective numbers, to the air forces tsed 
against Germany. Further decreases on 
the ground that atomic weapons increase 
its power do not seem to be warranted. 

As to tactical support aircraft, it has 


‘already been showi that they will have to | 
take over most of the ground support of | 
the troops by use of tactical atomic weap- | 


ons. There may be modest decreases in 
this requirement, but in view of the great- 
ly increased losses to be expected from 
the use of atomic bombs on airdromes and 
from stronger air defenses, it would be 
rash to cutting down. 

Fighters for air defense will be required 
in greater numbers than ever against the 
tactical A-bomb. These must be increased. 
The numbers of fighter-bombers to use 
against enemy airdromes and rear installa- 
tions probably can be decreased due to the 
thousand-fold increase in destruction from 
the small bombs provided for them. 

On balance, it does not appear that any 
substantial reductions can be made in air 
forces, but the composition will change 
with increased emphasis on defensive in- 
terceptors. 


Balancing New Factors. 


This is the type of complex balancing 
of new factors and their effects that is go- 
ing on in the top levels of the Pentagon. 
It is doubtful that any firm conclusions 
have been reached. 


The tendency is definitely to find a way 
to reduce over-all military expenditures 
by taking advantage of atomic capabilities. 
There is always the danger that enthusi- 
astic civilians without an adequate « mili- 
tary background will fix their attention 
solely on the possibilities of atomic war- 
fare to the exclusion of limiting factors 
which the military can see. 

There is danger both of going too fast 
and of clinging to the outmoded. The 
military and civilian views in the Penta- 
gon will probably meet by adopting the 
new weapons that are surely an advance 
while retaining the old that may be 
required. 

_ As to the three views about the effect 
of atomic plenty on warfare, some tenta- 
tive conclusions can be drawn. 

Those who believe that strategic bomb- 
ing with nuclear weapons will be decisive 
argue that we actually are pursuing an 
air-atomic strategy at the present time. 
They believe that the threat of atomic re- 
taliation has prevented Soviet aggression 
and that atomic destruction of Soviet in- 
dustry would destroy the Russian war- 
making capacity. Why, they ask, should 
we pursue both an expensive atomic pro- 
gram and an expensive conventional arms 
program? 

The fallacy of this argument lies ig its 
assumptions, first that war has been pre- 
vented by the threat of atomic retaliation 
and, second, that strategic bombing alone

Eisenhower «Administration will ‘thus have two to eight months to prepare 


its legislative program. 


Its successes and failures at the Capitol will de- 


termine the political program it will offer the voters a year from now. 


The Eisenhower record of 10 months in 
office and a listing of what happened this 
week show that campaign promises and 
presidential messages to Congress are 
subject to change within a relatively 
short time. 

The events which made front page news 
this week wére interrelated although they 
did not make a clearly marked pattern. 
Nine Principal Items. 

The principal items were: 

1. The consumers’ retail price index 
reached an all-time high of .115.2 from a 
base of 100 for the 1947-49 period. The 
August-September figure was the seventh 
rise in succession and put the index one 
point above the comparable 1952 figure. 

2. The Treasury Department offered 
$2,000,000,000 worth of loans for seven 
years and 10 months bearing 2% per cent 
interest. If the entire amount is allotted, 
the federal debt will reach $274,500,000,- 
000, just a half-billion short of the present 
debt limit. Last spring the Treasury paid 
344 per cent interest on a -$1,000,000,000 
30-year bond issue. This week it paid at 
the rate of 1.22 per cent on 90-day bills 
as compared with 2.416 per cent in June. 
The highest point of the federal debt was 
$279,764,000,000 on Feb. 28, 1946. By June 
30 of that year, it had dropped to $269,- 
422,000,000. 

3. The I -deral Reserve System’s port- 


folio of Federal Government securities is | 


at a new high of $25,235,000,000, up nearly 
$1,300,000,000 since January. In addition, 
the board had in previous months freed 
more than $1,000,000,000 from reserve re- 
quirements, thereby making about $6,000,- 
000,000 more credit available. The board, 
which early this year had said it wanted 
a “free market” in Government securities, 
is now “stabilizing” the market to create 
lower interest rates, not only for the Gov- 
ernment but for private borrowers as well. 

4. Corporate profits before taxes for 
1953 appear to be heading for a new peak; 
unemployment is at its lowest levels. 

5. The Foreign Economic Commission 
began public hearings on extension and re- 
vision of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
law. 

6. A “caravan” of 350 cattle men came to 
Washington to demand 90 per cent parity 
price support for cattle. They said they 
left dissatisfied with the Administration’s 
attitude, 

7. The Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 
ics reported that net farm income for this 
year will be about $12,500,000,000, down 
$1,000,000,000 from last year. Its predic- 
tion was that next year would be about 
the same as this. The bureau further re- 
ported that debt-free farm assets would go 
down about $9,000,000,000 this year from 
the $164,000,000,000 last year and that 
farm indebtedness would increase about 
$800,000,000 over 1952. The bureau also 
predicted that farmers would continue to 
get 45 cents of every retail food dollar 
next year, two cents less than in 1952. 

8. The Gallup Poll reported that..Kisen- 
hower’s popularity with the voters is at 
65 per cent in comparison with 75 per 
cent six weeks ago. 

9. The White House clarified Eisenhow- 
er’s previous assertions that he would not 
participate in partisan political campaigns. 
On Thursday, White House Secretary 
James C. Hagerty announced that the 
President favored the election of every 
Republican over every Democrat for every 
office anywhere. The President had given 
the impression he would stay aloof from 
congressional contests. 

These items pose specific questions 
which the President and his advisers must [ 
consider in relation to the next session 
and the next election. 

‘Adjustment Downward!? 

There is another important undefined, 
shadowy factor in the background which 
has government officials, business men, 
bankers, labor leaders and retail cus- 
tomers guessing—whether there will be 
an economic “adjustment downward,” 
“contraction,” a “disinflation” or a “re- 
cession.” 

There is also the unpredictable problem 
of the cold war which enters into all gov- 
ernmental and private calculations. 

The nine listed items relate primarily 
to the high cost of living, depressed farm 
prices and the increasing national debt. 

The most the administration was able to 
foresee this week was that consumer costs 
would be about the same next year as this 
and that farm price support program of 
some sort would be ready for submission 
to Congress when it reconvenes. 

High and rigid price supports, such as 


some farm spokesmen demand, would in- 


crease consumer costs. Eisenhower has re- 
peatedly emphasized that he believes that 
one group should not be favored at the 


‘expense of another, that he must think of 


all the 160,000,000 inhabitants of the Unit- 
ed States. 


His congressional and political advisers, 


: 


however, are increasingly more concerned 
abdut the farm vote, the most sensitive of 
all political blocs, and indications are that 
Congress and not the White House will 
write the farm subsidy legislation. 


The Foreign Economic Policy Commis- 
sion, headed by Clarence B. Randall, has 
until March 6 to report its recommenda- 
tions on the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
law and Congress presumably will debate 
the issue for several weeks before acting. 
Lowering tariff barriers would reduce 
prices on some products, but, under the 
most favorable conditions, the law, if re- 
vised, would not have any appreciable ef- 
fect on living costs by the November elec- 
tions, 


Realities, Not Theory. 


It is taken for granted in fiscal and fi- 
nancial circles that the President will have 
to renew his recommendations that the 
debt limit be raised to at least $190,000,- 
000,000. A bi-pattisan coalition rejected 
his plea last session. 


The problem of the debt limit, which is 
of course determined by the annual. fed- 
eral budget, illustrates hc w Eisenhewer’s 
theoretical conception of government has 
been changed by the hard realities and 
practices of politics.

| a balanced budget, but he didn’t say when. 
He selected George M. Humphrey for his 
Treasury Secretary, Charles E. Wilson for 
Defense Secretary and Joseph M. Dodge 
for Budget Director. These eminently 
successful business men were to give the 
country lower taxes, a balanced budget 
and a “sound dollar.” 

Humphrey, aided*by several of the most 
experienced men in the securities busi- 
ness, began trying to shift the federal debt 
from the banks, where it was inflationary, 
into the hands of private holders, where 
is would be deflationary.

Off-Year Omens 


In politics this is what is known as an “off- 
year"—the year between a presidential election 
and a midterm congressional election. The few 
elections that occur at such a time, no matter 
how local, are always closely watched by poli- 
ticians as possible harbingers of things to come. 

Within the next 10 days the results of several 
elections will be read to see whether they tend 
to confirm the amazing upset two weeks ago in 
Wisconsin’s Ninth Congressional District, where 
the Democrats won a seat in the House. 

At stake in the immediate future are the 
governorships of New Jersey and Virginia, the 
mayoralty in New York and two seats in the 
lower branch of Congress. Since the Repub- 
licans now hold only 218 House seats—the mini- 
mum for control—they need to fill the New 
Jersey and California vacancies if they are to 
have any margin to spare when the House meets 
in January. A victory in one race would give 
the Democrats 215 seats; victories in both would 
give them 216 to the G.O.P.’s 218. 

If the Republicans do not increase their pres- 
ent House majority of one vote in a total mem- 
bership of 435, they may very well find them- 
selves in the minority next session through ad- 
ditional vacancies. The G.O.P. is already 
numerically in the minority in the Senate. 

Here are the impending races: 


Tuesday, Nov. 3 
NEW YORK 

Mayor: Manhattan Borough President Robert 
F. Wagner Jr., son of the late Senator, Demo- 
crat; Howard Riegelman, former Acting Post- 
master, Republican; an& City Council President 
Rudolph Halley, former chief counsel to the 
Kefauver Crime Investigating Committee, Lib- 
eral, are in a three-way race. Wagner has sought 
to capitalize on the scandal in New York Re- 
publican ranks over the visits of G.O.P. leaders 
to racketeer Joey Fay in Sing Sing prison. 
Riegelman’s campaign was sorely upset by the 
Eisenhower Administration’s announcement of 
the end of aid to Israel, now restored after his 
protest. The New York Daily News poll, taken 
after the forced withdrawal of Mayor Impellit- 
teri, shows a 2-to-1 straw lead for Wagner over 
Riegelman. 

NEW JERSEY 

Governor: Paul L. Troast,:- Republican chair- 
man of the New Jersey Turnpike Commission, 
had what appeared to be a cinch victory over 
Robert B. Meyner, Democrat, until it was re- 
vealed that Mr. Troast wrote a letter to Gov. 
Dewey in behalf of commutation of Fay’s sen- 
tence. That changed everything and the race 
is now considered so close that Eisenhower sup- 
port was regarded as vital. Democratic Boss 
Hague’s nephéw and political heir, Frank Hague 
Eggers, is for Troast. G.O.P. Chairman Hall 


_and other Republican leaders are pounding the 


theme that “a defeat for Troast is a defeat for 
Eisenhower.” 

Congress: The special election in the Sixth 
District (Elizabeth, Rahway and Plainfield) will 
test sentiment on how the Republicans are doing 
in a compact urban and suburban industrial area 
which lies next to Newark. The seat is vacant 
because Clifford P. Case, progressive Republican 
who had CIO support last year, grew fed up with

The idea of reverence for life may sound 
too simple, but if you carry it with you, you 
will never willingly injure another living 
creature of whatever degree.

Our policy is directed not against any 
country or doctrine but against hunger, pov- 
erty, desperation and chaos. 


These noble thoughts come from two dras- 
tically different men whose contributions to the 
world have just been honored by the bestowal 
of the 1952 and 1953 Nobel Peace Prizes. 

Dr. Albert Schweitzer’s reverence for life led 
him, after he had become a teacher of. theology, 
minister and musician, to take up the study of 
medicine and go to French Equatorial Africa 
as a medical missionary for the last 40 years. 

Gen. George C. Marshall’s policy against hun- 
ger, poverty, desperation and chaos, first out- 
lined at Harvard six years ago, is known to the 
world as the Marshall Plan, and has aided im- 
measurably in the reconstruction of Europe. 

Both these men are honored by the Nobel 


_ award for what were in effect second careers. 


As Dr. Schweitzer’s will to helpfulness led him 
out of the cloistered plaees onto the hard fron- 
tier, Gen. Marshall’s led him from a life as a 
soldier to a life as a statesman. 

Each has worked for his own facet of peace— 
Gen. Marshall, for the world’s peace from war: 
Dr. Schweitzer, for the peace within. 

The juxtaposition of these two lives in the 
Nobel awards, though they are so unlike in so 
many ways, suggests that everyone can work for 
peace anywhere, in his own way. 

To young people especially, who have so many 
provocations to despair of their personal effec- 
tiveness in a war-haunted world, the honors to 
Dr. Schweitzer and Gen. Marshall may suggest 
a proper reverence for their own lives, and a 
proper respect for what their lives can do against 
hunger, poverty, desperation and chaos.

The plan which he is trying 
to sell was drafted by engineers for the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority. It ignores national boun- 
daries and political rivalries, and aims solely at 
the maximum development of the Jordan’s re- 
sources for the maximum benefit of the most 
people, Jewish and Arab alike. 

The Israeli have been cool to the TVA idea 
because it appears to be in competition with 
their own more restricted plan of partial devel- 
opment of the Jordan within their own boun- 
daries. The Arab states are cool to it because 
they object to any partnership with Israel. 

Mr. Johnston's task is to try to break down 
these prejudices. He has powerful arguments on 
his side. He can show that comprehensive de- 
velopment of a whole river basin multiplies the 
benefits attainable by piecemeal efforts. He can 

show that resettlement of Arab refugees is an 
inescapable international responsibility, and 
that the “Jordan TVA” would make this possi- 
ble. He can show that Arab-Jewish co-operation 
in this project could pave the way for joint work 
in other fields, and for Middle Eastern peace. 

One slight ineongruity mars the Johnston mis- 
sion, and it is to be hoped that his prospects in 
the Holy Land ‘will overlook it. As a missionary

for the TVA idea on the Jordan, he represents 
an Administration which expresses grave doubts 
of the validity of that idea when applied to the 
Tennessee or other American valleys. Indeed, 
the President who dispatched Mr. Johnston on 
his sales errand has referred to TVA as “creep- 
ing socialism.” 

Perhaps Mr. Johnston, if he succeeds in sell- 
ing the TVA idea in the Middle East, can come 
home and sell it in Washington. 
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When a Tax Cut Is Not a Tax Cut 


Senator George wants to postpone the increase 
in social security taxes now scheduled for Jan. 1. 
He says this increase, coupled with the cut in 
income taxes on the same date, will work an in- 
justice on lower income groups. 

The fact is that many workers in the lower 
brackets next January will get a net reduction, 
rather than an increase, of their take-home pay. 
The cut in income taxes will affect them less 
than the rise in social security taxes. According 
to U.S. News and World Report, the combined 
effect of the Jan. 1 tax changes, for a man with 
wife and two children, will run like this:

$200 down $1.00

When the word gets around that you have to 
earn more than $400 a month to begin to feel 
next January's income tax cut, Senator George 
is sure to pick up support. This is unfortunate 
because the level of social security taxes ought to 
be established on its own merits, and governed 
chiefly by considerations of sound policy for 
such a retirement fund. 

All too often in the early years of social se- 
curity, Congress postponed scheduled rises in 
the contribution rates when broad fiscal policy 
called for a rise. Now, when plausible reasons 
can be cited for another postponement, Congress 
may wish that the fund had been built up during 
the boom years, when it should have been. 
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No Proof There 


The latest Federal Reserve Bank report con- 
tains evidence for caution in changing St. Louis’s 
new master traffic plan. 

Some downtown retailers have charged that 
parking restrictions are hurting business. Two 
amendments to change the traffic plan have 
been introduced in the Board of Aldermen. But 
is parking really to blame for business declines? 
The Reserve Bank report does not show it. 

St. ‘Louis department store sales last week 
were 11 per cent lower than a year ago, accord- 
ing to the report. Byt department store sales 
declined, on an average, exactly the same 
amount throughout the whole Eighth Federal 
Reserve District. 

Sales fell off just as much in Louisville and 
even more in Memphis,sand certainly the St. 
Louis traffic plan cannot be blamed for that. 

The Reserve Bank report is, of course, tmited 
to department stores. Smaller retailers may have 
a case that the ban on street parking has hurt 
them. 

If so, the case should be made with facts and 
figures. It ought to be shown that it is parking, 
and not the drouth, or long building strike, or 
some economic condition which has affected busi- 
ness. The traffic plan is working too well to be 
made into a Halloween hobgoblin for some re- 
tail business, 


Nation has set up elaborate program to tell world about ourselves 
but we need to listen as well, scientist says; we should learn 
how other peoples think and how what we say affects them; 
cites examples of American information work that backfired. 


Robert Redfield, Professor of Anthropology, University of Chicago, 
in The Saturday Review. 


We Americans have long been known 
as a talkative people. Mrs. Trollope 
wrote in 1828 that “Americans love 
talking.” A little later Alexis de Toce- 
queville characterized us as ‘‘garrulous” 
and reported that the American “speaks 
to you as if he were addressing a meet- 
ing.” The observer was also impressed 
with the fact that what the American 
talked about was often himself. 

Has this perhaps become a national 
habit? Do we still 
talk a great deal, 
and often, about our 
own virtues? 

Today we have 
an immense Gov- 
ernmental enter- 
prise officially 
named the Interna- 
tional Information 
Administration and 
popularly known as 
the “Voice of America.” 

We know it is important that people 
understand us; it is plain that the 
Soviet Union constantly lies about us. 

I do not condemn our attempt to tell 
other people how good we are. There 
are great good things about us of which 
we should honestly speak. But I do 
think that our talking is insufficiently 
balanced by listening. I do not think 
that we listen enough to what» other 
people are trying to say to us about 
themselves. I do not think we listen 
enough to the sound of what we say in 
the ears of him to whom we say it. 


If Others Were Like Us 


We are guided chiefly in deciding 
what to say by the conceptions we have 
of what others ought to like about us if 
they were just like us. And they aren't. 


Would it be untactful to suggest that 
America needs a hearing aid? Can we do 
something to improve our listening? 


Something to improve 't is being done 
in what is called “monitoring” Russian 
and other foreign broadcasts and in 
that technique of the expert called 
“content analysis.” 

Something has also been done by the 
Fund for Adult Education’s “Voices of 
Europe” radio series, which gives the 


general American public the chance to 


listen to Europeans. 

I suppose that in so far as the scil- 
‘entes concerned with human behavior 
have anythigg to contribute to the im- 
provement of America’s listening to 
other people they are doing it. But to- 
‘day I am thinking of the art of listen- 
ing to other peoples as anyone may 
practice it. 

The only hearing aid we need fs a 
practiced sensitiveness in recognizing 
in what other peoples say the contribu- 
tions to the whole of national character, 
mood and human nature. 


The “Orientation” Whirl 


The same utterance speaks to us of 
what is pretty steadily true of the 
speaker, by virtue of his accumulated 
tradition. It speaks also of the state 
of mind and feeling in which recent 
events have put him—in which we, per- 
“- have put him. 

en we need listen to something 
about which I have as yet said little, 
This is the sound of what we say in the 
ears of him to whom we say it. - . 

The opportunity is provided when 
foreigners come to our country, and the 
reaction in the foreigners may be great- 
ly illuminating to us. 

As it is, when a group of South 
American students or- Siamese techni- 
cians come here our first impulse is to 
talk hard to them about ourselves. 


I have taken in such. 
of orientation. The visitors are led 
through factories, laboratories, and 


_ talks by Americans about America. It 


does not often occur to us that maybe 


~ 


the visitors would like to do a little 
talking themselves. . 

At one such gathering of Formosan 
technical specialists arrived only a few 
days in America, there was time for 
two questions. One Formosan asked: 
“Flying from California here to Chicago 
this Sunday we noticed that around 
the cities your wide roads were crowded 
with your big automobiles. Where were 
all those people going, and why, in this 
efficient country, were they going so 
slowly?” 

The second Formosan said: “This 
morning we were taken for a drive 
through a part of your city in which 
Negroes are living. We noticed that 
the houses and living spaces of these 
people were very poor in comparison 
with other parts of the city we saw. 
Why do you not have a Marshall Plan 
for the American Negro?” Answering 
these questions, I found a vigorous ex- 
ercise in understanding. 


To Poetry, Not Power 


I remember that in those years just 
before and during the war, when we 
were striving to gain and keep the good 
will of the Latin Americans, we made 
a great show to them of our industrial 
and military power and our technical 
skill. Afterward I was told that what 
really appealed to the Latin Americans 
was the sculptor Jo Davidson, the Yale 
Glee Club and the Radio City Rock- 
ettes.

The present trend favors the free World, but this could be quickly 
reversed. 


“In the final analysis,” the re- 
port adds, “the potential of In- 
ternational Communism in Asia 
will depend upon a combination 
of local and international fac- 
tors; the effectiveness of west- 
ern policy in Asia; local military, 
economic and political condi- 
tions; developments in the Indo- 
chinese and Korean wars; the 
level and character of Chinese 
Communist aid to Communist 
groups, and developments in the 
cold war, both in Asia and out- 
side the region.” 

Conditioning Factors.

At best this is perhaps 
a half-truth. Guatemala has the 
highest birth rate in the world, 
65 per thousand, as compared 
with 24 per thousand in the 
United States, and one of the 
lowest population increases. The 
difference can be explained only 
by a very high infant mortality 
rate. 

For fourteen years prior to 
1944 the country had been ruled 
by a dictator, Ubico, last of a 
series of dictators. The usual 
procedure had been for the gov- 
ernment in power to all but 
ignore the small literate vote 
and to win elections by trans- 
porting illiterate Indians from 
the back country to the polls. 
The government could be thrown 
out of office only by revolution. 
Ubico rose to power by revolu- 
tion and he fell by revolution. 


While he was the tough and 
ruthless dictator, however, re- 
lations between the government 
and the United Fruit Co. were 
good enough—kept that way, it 
is charged by the present gov- 
ernment, because Ubico was 
paid off by the United Fruit 
oO. 

In the atmosphere of the 
United Nations alliance against 
Nazism, the idealist Juan Jose 
Arevalo became the democratic 
President of Guatemala after 
the revolution of 1944. 
Communists Invited In. 

He invited Communists to 
help him improve the lot of the 
Guatemalan people just as Com- 
munist Russia was collaborating 
with the United States and Brit- 
ain in the war. The Commu- 
nists came. 


Some were among 500 refu- 
gees from Franco Spain who 
were admitted to Guatemala in 
a humanitarian gesture. Others 
came from Mexico which, they 
said, had become less friendly 
to their cause. Others straggled 
in from such places as Chile 
and Argentina. 


Thus at some undetermined 
point Soviet Russia found itself 
with a fifth column ready for 
action in a situation made to or- 
der for Communist infiltration. 

Two developments then oc- 
curred simultaneously. Labor 
unions, controlled by Commu- 
nists, were organized through- 
out the country and alongside 
them a host of “cultural” or- 
ganizations, also Communist- 
controlled. In the second place, 
a long-overdue social reform 
program was launched by the 
government, and this program 
too was quickly infiltrated by 
Communists. These develop- 
ments were still in process as 
Arevalo’s term in office neared 
its end. 

Arbenz’s Rise to Power. 

Under the Guatemalan consti- 
tution, a president may not suc- 
ceed himself. Two prominent 
candidates appeared, both army 
officers, in a country where the 


army always seems to hold the 
decisive power. One of them, 
Col. Jacobo Arbenz, was sup- 
ported by the Communists; the 
other, Col. Francisco Xavier 
Arana, head of the armed forces, 
was not.

F the numerous books on 
Soviet Russia that have 
been published since 1945 
‘mone is more scrupulous in 
disclosing the. exact sources of

* Impressions than “Russian As- 
signment” by Leslie C. Ste- 
vens, former Naval Attache at 
the United States Embassy. 
Moreover the author is equally 
’ scrupulous in limiting his gen- 
eralizations to what the facts 
seem to warrant. So he of- 
fers no guaranteed entry into 
the riddle of Soviet high pol- 
icy. Yet his book has a value 
that goes well beyond its more 
obvious qualities; the qualities 
derived from a sensitive, lively 
appreciation of things seen 
and heard. 


At the very least his book is 

a useful reminder of the fact 
that the Russian people are 
still people with thoughts and 
feelings that are by no means 
uniform. In other words the 
Russians afe not yet beaten 
into an undifferentiated pulp; 
. and while there is no €vidence 
of organized dissent from 
Communism there are many 
signs of disenchantment with 
the apparatus of Communism.

LA FIESTA BRAVA, by Barnaby 
Conrad.

NCE while lecturing on 
the subject of fighting the 
bull, Barnaby Conrad, 
writer, adventurer, lecturer, 
bullfighter and author of the 
volume under discussion, made 
the remark that the brain of a 
bull is small, no bigger than a 
baseball. Sinclair Lewis, who 
was present, bellowed indig- 
nantly from the audience, “and 
just how big is a bullfighter’s 
brain?” 
That reflects the attitude of 
a lot of Americans toward the 
art (not sport) of bullfighting. 
However, if you can accept 
the proposition, as Mr. Conrad 
presents it, that La Fiesta 
Brava is an art, as highly de- 
veloped and stylized as the 
ballet, and not a disguise for 
cruelty and sadism, you will 
find this an extremely. inter- 
esting, informative and even 
exciting book. Even if you 
can't view it dispassionately 
you will find it informative, 
and it may change your opin- 
ion. 


At any rate, it won't hurt 
you to know something about 
the national.interest of most 
Spanish speaking nations. Aft- 
er all, the world is growing 
smaller. We laugh at a for- 
eigner because he doesn’t un- 
derstand our passion for base- 
ball, and because he doesn’t 
understand how the game is 
played. Yet baseball, as played 
now on a percentage basis, is 
becoming as ritualized as the 
bullfight. The march of Casey 
Stengel from the bench to the 
mound to put the finger on a 
pitcher, has become as much 
of a ceremony to Americans 
as the entrance of the bande- 
rillero to stick the barbs in the 
back of the bull. It all de- 
pends on whether you're at La 
Fiesta Brave, which means the 
brave and spirited spectacle, 
or at the World Series, which 
mans the same thing.

S a matter of fact there 
A» long been a need for 

a popular explanation, in- 
terpretation and apologia for 
the bullfight. (Hemingway's 
“Death in the Afternoon” was 
too philosophical, too mystic), 
and Barnaby Conrad, whose 
book “Toreador” was some- 
thing of a gem, does a bang-up 
job. When he gets through 
you will know a matador from 
a picador, both of them from 
a banderillero, and that all 
three of them are toreros, and 
that there is no such thing as 
a toreador. It was an archaic 
term which Bizet dug up to 
make his libretto scan. 


Conrad, who fought bulls 
himself and with no discredit 
to himself, makes you feel the 
fear which gnaws at the bull- 
fighter’s vitals before he goes 
into the ring. And once you 
have made the acquaintance of 
the bulls, and have seen some 
of the pictures which accom- 
pany the text, you wonder that 
the toreros ever get into the 
ring at all,

Sacheverell Sitwell and the Religion of Art

HE SITWELLS, Osbert, 

Edith and Sacheverell, still 

wage their battle against 
the Philistine. Their swords 
are bright and shining,—a 
passionate faith in art, a 
portentous familiarity with all 
of the arts from music to 
architecture, and a skill with 
words that turns prose into a 
kind of architectonic poetry. 
Though the Philistine man of 
affairs perhaps hardly suspects 
that the battle is taking place 
and goes his way unscathed, 
as he did when Matthew Ar- 
nold first gave him his ugly 
name, the Sitwells continue to 
cry to him that wisdom lies 
only in the beautiful things 
man has made, and in nothing 
besides. 


The sources of their faith 
can be traced in this collec- 
tion of prose pieces to Sache- 
verell Sitwell specially made 
for the American public. The 
first sketch is a picture of 
Elizabeth Siddal, the milliner 
from the London slums whose 
“blessed damosel” loveliness 
inspired the poetry and paint- 
ing of Dante Gabriel Rossetti 
and Swinburne.

T is a picture, as Mr. Sit- 
| ven draws it, full of charm 

and also of the “shuddering 
semitones of death,” that 
blend of beauty and sadness so 
dear to the Pre-Raphaelite 
imagination, and it is to this 
100-year-old world in England 
that we must go for the in- 
spiration of the Sitwell creed. 

The Pre~-Raphaelites and 
their disciples to the end of 
the century, worshipped art as 
a means of escape from indus- 
try’s ugliness and as a lovely 
veneer on old, tarnished 
creeds. They looked for art 
everywhere, from the primi- 
tive cave to the medieval 
church, and were ccntent 
when they found it. They 
were willing to overlook the 
ferocity of the savage or the 
empty pews of the cathedral 
if they met beauty carved on 
a bone or made manifest on a 
silent altar. For them, music 
and painting and literature 
stood as barriers against the 
intrusion of human cries, and 
they preferred to hear man’s 
voice only as it came muted 
from a dim, colorful distance.

HAT the Sitwells have 
W zxcec is a thoroughly 

professional competence 
in several of the arts, together 
with the casualness of the 
gently-bred. They take their 
art seriously, as the scholar 
does, and their rostrum is a 
manor house rather than a 
tent on a common or a plat- 
form in the market-place. 
Quite casually, Mr. Sitwell 
here confesses, “It is my be- 
lief that I have informed my- 
self of nearly all works of art 
in the known World. ... I 
have heard most of the music 
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SACHEVERELL SITWELL 


and seen nearly all the paint- 
ings. ...” And the range of 
his samples, even in this col- 
lection, is immense, from 
Bach's chorales to gypsy 
tunes, from the churches of 
Mexico to the pantomimes of 
Oceania. It is incredible to 
observe with what gracious- 
ness one man has taken all 
beauty to be his province. 

The theme, however, is still 
Victorian,—though to say so 
may not be to condemn it. “I 
believe,” writes Mr. Sitwell, 
“that poetry, and as much of 
poetry as enters into all the 
other arts ... should be an 
aim in itself... a religion of 
its own... .” His method of 
handling the details of art 
proves how carefully he plays 
on this theme. Writing about 
the Mexico of the Church's 
greatness, he says: 

“The Cardinal moved about 
as though protected and 
hedged round by the fires of 
the auito-da-fe; and to the su- 
perstitious Indians the ease 
with which the Inquisition 
could commit its victims to the 
flames bespoke the Cardinal's 
authority.” 

From such a_ statement 
every bit of passion has been 
drained except the delight of 
the artist executing a figure 
on a fresco. In an essay, lyr- 
ically brilliant, on “The 
Golden Reign of Saturn,” Mr. 
Sitwell describes the treading 
of the grapes in the wine-press 
as Gozzoli’s frescoes represent 
it in the childhood of the 
world.

the chances are you will, like 
the author, question the al- 
leged cruelty of bullfighting 
and wonder if perhaps the 
bulls, being the kind of bulls 
they are, aren’t much happier 
and prouder to die in the ring 
than to. be led ignominiously 
to the abattoir. 


“Memento Mori” with its hor- 
rid figures of fear and death, 
and death seems like the 
pressing of the grapes, no 
more, no less, a wistful event 
for the aesthetic emotions to 
dwell upon. 
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HIS addiction to pure 
T aesthetic delight is admir- 

able, in spite of the ob- 
jection of preachers and men 
of affairs. Without it no art 
is conceivable, since art, in 
its inception and for its com- 
plete enjoyment, demands, 
like religion, a single eye and 
a total devotion. Mr. Sitwell 
is wise when he finds, in the 
legend of the wandering 
Areoi, a parable of all artists 
who, like those strolling enter- 
tainers of the South Seas, help 
to give drab existence the 
color of the lotus, the odor of 
sandalwood, and the magic of 
a dance. 


For brief moments, that is, 
—those moments when the 
Philistine in each one of us 
lies still, and we are content 
to stroll from place to place, 
seeking delight. 


It is on such a jaunt that 
Mr. Sitwell leads us. He writes 
the most magnificent prose 
that builds up in massive sen- 
tences when he writes about 
Bach and breaks into sharp 
fragments when he describes a 
battle on the steppe. He 
should be read aloud, chanted 
as his sister Edith chants her 
own poetry. Here, in these 
12 selections, he furnishes 12 
chamber music concerts for 
lovers of mysical writing and 
a fully-equipped imagination.

A PASSAGE IN THE NIGHT, by 
Sholem Asch.

HOLEM ASCH uses a 
5 modern setting for his new 
novel. It is the story of 
the conflict within a man who 
desires to make atonement for 
a crime committed in his 
youth. He has become a mil- 
lionaire, but the knowledge 
that his rise to wealth was 
based on the theft of .$27 
taken from an unsuspecting 
victim, tortures him. In his 
desire to atone, he tries to 
find either the man he robbed 
or his family and make resti- 
tution of some kind. His 
search to free his conscience 
involves him in serious diffi- 
culties with his family and 
friends who choose to think 
him mad. The symbolical sig- 
nificance of his search is mild- 
ly apparent. 
The theme of atonement is 
a timeless one, and that a man 
in search of truth and expia- 
tion could be considered a 
lunatic is unfortunately not an 
unreal situation, but the book 
lacks the emotional intensity 
that such a theme requires. It 
is about atonement rather 
than the pangs of atonement; 
as a parable it becomes a sanc- 
timonious tract, rather than a 


piece of life. . The difficulty is 


inherent in the characters 
themselves who are stereo- 
types mouthing Sholem. Asch’'s 
ideas. 

_ Isaac Grossman, who. seeks 
to free his conscience, has

grown away from the orth 
doxy of his religion, and as his 


. family has risen in wealth and 


social position, the young 
members are leaving not only 
orthodox Judaism, but Juda- 
ism itself behind them. In his 
search for atonement, Isaac 
becomes involved with psychi- 
atrists, pictured by Asch as 
villainous creatures, who seem 
to be allied with his family in 
an effort to prove him de- 
mented. He is confined to a 
sanitarium and grossly misun- 
derstood until a rabbi sees the 
truth, and peace can again en- 
ter his soul. Religion, psychi- 
atry, expiation, all interesting 
themes, never seem to become 
merged in the over-all picture 
of a man’s struggle for sur- 
vival. An author dealing with 
the spirit of man should use 
“brushes of comet's hair,” not 
mops of many colors.

EW book buyers, examin-

for a second look at “I Was a 
Drug Addict.” For the title 
is a drab one, the story is a 
simply told account of drug 
enslavement and the events 
related occurred many years 
ago. 

Yet between the covers of 
this Random House volume is 
unfolded a most exciting psy- 
chological drama which holds 
the reader’s interest to the 
very end. 

The true story concerns one 
Leroy Street (a pseudonym), 
who became a “junkie” at the 
age of 15 in a period before 
World War I when heroin, 
morphine and other deadly 
drugs could be purchased at 
the corner drug store without 
prescription. 

The reader becomes fascinat- 
ed by the account of Street's 
repeated efforts to shake the 
habit and escape the early 
death that claimed so many of 
his Greenwich ‘Village com- 
panions. Time after time he 
emerges from a jail or sanie 
tarilum an apparently com- 
pletely well person, his body 
free of drugs. But in each in- 
stance he is unable to resist 
the psychological urge which 
makes so difficult the curing 
of the drug habit.

should be of particular 

concern to anyone with 
a personal or academic inter- 
est in dealing with drug addic- 
tion. Street, who cured him- 
self at the age of 28 after de- 
scending to the depths of de- 
pravity, certainly points the 
way to the most effective 
method of releasing addicts 
frdm the chains of their night- 
marish master. 

On the other hand, “Teen- 
Age Gangs,” as well-inten- 
tioned as it is, falls flat be- 
cause it fails to hold reader 
interest. The so-called “dra- 
matic narrative” style used by 
the authors to tell the stories 
of three juvenile gang leaders 
has a stilted and artificial 
sound. 

The characters, said to be 
composites of real life juve- 
nile delinquents, never emerge 
as human beings and each epi- 
sode has all the resonance of 
an extended, methodically 
written clinical report. The 
book is recommended by 
crime -investigating Senator 
Estes Kefauver, who has writ- 
ten an introduction.

BISHOP, NOT REDS 


VATICAN CITY, Oct. 31 (AP) 
—The Vatican said tonight the 
Most Rev. Antonin Pawlowski 
has been a bishop of the Roman 
Catholic Church for two years, 
whether or not recognized by 
the government of Communist 
Poland.

and George Araujo didn't 

do themselves, the fight 
game or television much good 
with the bout they put on in 
Madison Square Garden Fri- 
day night. They both looked 
as if they were students at a 
dancing school, 

Perhaps the chief trouble 
was that they had met twice 
before, were thoroughly fa- 
miliar with each other's style 
and knew how to manage to 
stay out of harm’s way. 

That is the chief complaint 
against rematches. Too many 
times the second meeting be- 
tween a pair of boxers results 
in a dud even after the first 
one had been a wow. 

Look at Joe Walcott and 
Rocky Marciano. Their first 
fight, for the championship, in 
Philadelphia, was just about 
as hard fought a contest as 
you'll ever see in a ring. 
There were thrills galore in 
that one which Marciano won 
with a smashing knockout in 
the thirteenth round. 

Then came Chicago last 
May. There was every reason 
to believe that it would be 
another battle royal and what 
happened? Well, you all 
know, a one-round knockout 
by Marciano with Walcott 
hardly striking a blow. He 
apparently had been beaten in 
Chicago by the punch with 
which Marciano hit him the 
previous September. 

There have been numerous 
instances in ring history of 
rematches leaving a bad taste 
in the mouths of the fans, but 
the powers that be in boxing 
insist that they continue to be 
held. 

Some of them, of course, 
turn out all right. 

You can remember. the 
Charley Riley-Phil Terranova 
series of three bouts here. 
They were all good ones, Ter- 
ranova won the first one on a 
knockout and Riley the next 
two when he stopped Phil. 

Willie Pep’s brawls with 
Sandy Saddler made ring his- 
tory but not the good kind be- 
cause both of them resorted to 
foul tactics and the last one 
resulted in a long suspension 
for Willie in New York. 

There is another rematch 
coming up in Chicago, Friday, 
Nov. 13, when Kid Gavilan and 
Johnny Bratton meet again for 
the welterweight champion- 
ship. 

Some reason exists for that 
one because Gavilan, in recent 
bouts has experienced trouble 
in making the weight limit of 
147 pounds and retaining his 
strength. Bratton, perhaps, 
will be able to reverse the re- 
sult of their first match when 
Gavilan stopped him, break- 
ing Johnny’s jaw. 

Generally speaking, 
ever, rematches are seldom 
good and the fewer of them 
the better, all around.

Nor is it wise to plant for

shaggy looking as they mature, 
and their brittle wood is sus- 
ceptible to storm damage. More- 
over, they all send out greedy 
surface roots that take both food 
and moisture from the lawn and 
from nearby plantings of flowers, 


As a matter of fact, when oaks 
are given proper care they can 
be made to grow just as quickly 
as a-Chinese elm, according to 
August P. Beilmann, manager 
of the Missouri Botanical Gar- 
fien Arboretum. Practically any 
kind: of oak makes a desirable 
lawn tree, he says. Even during 
last summer’s drouth the blue 
grass grew well in the shade 
provided by oaks. 

Other trees that have a “high 
head” so that they make fine 
shade trees are the tulip tree, 
sweet gum, and sugar or 
maples. If there is room for a 
broad-spreading, aristocrat, try 
a beech or a linden tree.

for riding. So we bring in Daisy and Ribbon for their 
feed of oats at sun-up each Sunday; then hurry through 
breakfast and give the mares a lick and a promise with 
curry comb and brush be- 
fore saddling up. The oth-

/ ished and before the frost 
has melted in the shadows 
where the sun can’t reach, 
we are on our way. Daisy 
likes the cool weather and 
moves out at a brisk can- 
ter, pretending to shy at

T HESE crisp October mornings are the best of the year 


Even old Ribbon pricks up 
her ears and steps along 
in her smooth fox trot. 
Generally we start out 
down the county road and 
cross the creek on the new 
bridge and turn in at 
Matt’s gate for a‘look at 
the cows and heifers on 
the east side of the farm. 
. This takes us on a long 
swing up to the edge of the timber on Buford Mountain, 
where we are glad to see that the grass is still holding out 
fairly well. It is a good climb and, once there, we stop 
to let the mares blow a bit while we enjoy the sweeping 
panorama of the valley spread out below us. 
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Back at Matt’s gate, Ribbon and Daisy would 
turn toward home and the stable, but we pull them 
round and start up the lane to ride across the bot- 
tom fields and look over the baby calves. They are 
growing and doing well, considering how little 
green forage is available for their mothers to turn 
into milk. And there’s one thing of which we are 
certain. This is that the effort we’ve put into 
building back the fertility into our Possum Trot 
pastures is paying off in these days of drouth. For 
the cattle stay fat, though it is hard to see where 
they get enough picking even to fill themselves up. 
Such grass as we have is plainly rich in nutrients.

and that when this is gone, the land will no longer return 
a living and must be abandoned, as has happened to mil- 
lions of farm acres. In good times, we try to plow back 
as much fertility in the form of organic matter, lime, fer- 
tilizer and manure as our crops remove. But when the bad 
times come, such as we are seeing today, there’s no margin 
left in our selling prices that permit plowing anything 
back, since even a farmer must eat. This doesn’t mean 
disaster in a year or even two; yet each depression costs 


the nation heavily in soil fertility, while periods of pros-- 


perity seldom last long enough to let farmers build back 
the fertility balance. And if each of these balancing out 
periods ends with a net fertility loss, our future as a food- 
producing nation is not bright. 
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Back at the house before noon, we take time to 
fill up the handsome new grain and suet feeders 
for the birds, which were brought to us earlier in 
the week by the Blaylocks from St. Louis. Few of 
the songbirds have come in as yet, for there is 
still good foraging in the woods and thickets. But 
we've noted that the juncoes have returned and 
know that with the first spell of bad weather, in

@ OCTOBER BRINGS ITS SHARE OF VISITORS and 
among those of last week was Charlie Schwartz of the 
Conservation Commission who had brought his beautiful 
color movie, “Bobwhite Around the Year,” to show the 
Ironton Garden Club. After the meeting we came home 
to Possum Trot and next morning took the cameras and 
hiked down to the Big Pond in hopes of finding the flock 
of perhaps 150 killdeer which I'd seen there the day be- 
fore. The birds had “left out,” as we say in the country, 
but we discovered a spot on the creek where many young 
myrtle warblers and other birds were pausing on their 


migration southward. Later at one of the wildlife patches, 
as I complained to Charlie about the scarcity of quail, Mike 
made a nice point. We walked up a good covey which flew 
a hundred yards or so into a blackberry patch. Hiking 
over there to see if the old setter could find a few singles, 
we discovered him on point again, and to our great sur- 
prise flushed out a second covey which whirled off up the 
mountainside into the timber, accompanied by the scat- 
tered birds from the original bevy. 


The most unusual sight of the morning came, however, 
when we were moving carefully up the creek a few mo- 
ments later, trying to spot a pileated woodpecker. We 
missed him, but flushed a red-tailed hawk out of a syca- 
more tree not nrore than 50 feet away from us. The hawk 
was carrying in its talons a 30-inch snake, which must have 
been indiscreet enough to crawl out of some hollow limb 
to bask in the warm sunshine,

T one end of a long, brightly lighted room in the basement 

of Barnes Hospital, two middle-aged women sit sharpening 

hypodermic needles. They draw the points along a whetstone, 
so that they're exquisitely sharp again. 


All day long they just sharpen 
hypodermic needles, more than 
3000 a day. Because every 24 
hours the doctors, nurses arid in- 
terns at Barnes Hospital pick 
up more than 3000 hypodermic 
syringes, advance upon more or 
less unwilling patients and tell 
them it won't hurt a bit. 


In another room not far down 
the hall, a woman puts rubber 
gloves in an automatic washing 
machine. Then she puts them 
in a dryer, the same kind of 
washer and dryer you have at 
home. Then she puts them in a 
machine which tumbles them 
with powder. She then tests 
them for holes and puts them 
in sterile buckets to be deliv- 
ered. She washes more than a 


thousand pairs of rubber gloves 


a day. 


The rubber gloves go up to 
one of 17 operating rooms at 
Barnes and McMillan hospitals, 
where operations start as early 
as seven in the morning and go 
on all day long, at-the rate of 
around 65 to 70 a day. Outside 
the operating rooms are huge 
blackboards on which the day’s 
schedule of operations is writ- 
ten, and the surgery ranges from 
the removal of tonsils to that of 
lungs. There was a time when 
a lung operation was considered 
little short of a work of genius. 
Nowadays if they don’t do at 
least six a day at Barnes they 
consider it a slow day. 

Down in the laundry, which 
is as big aS any commercial 
laundry, some 55 employes 
launder each year more than 
4,000,000 pounds of linem. The 
operating rooms use 33 pounds 
of caps, gowns and sheets for 
each operation, but most of the 
linen is from the hospital rooms 
where each year more than 
23,000 patients are treated.

N the hospital pharmacy they 

are filling prescriptions at the 

rate of more than 500 a day. 
The telephone switchboard, 
which is as large as that of a 
town of 10,000 people and em- 
ploys 11 operators, is handling 
from 700 to 800 calls an hour, 
many of them from people who 
want to know how other people 
are getting along. 


In the huge. lobby the chairs 
and sofas are filled with anxious 
friends and relatives, and human 
traffic alone has become a major 
problem in the long, winding 
and sometimes mystifying corri- 
dors which connect the several 
hospitals whieh make up Barnes 
Hospital and Medical Center, 
one of the largest and one of the 
most renowned in the world. 


Every now and then (no ac- 
tual statistics are available) a 
man of medium height and 
build, 53 years old, with gray- 
ing hair, wearing rimless glasses 
and a bow tie, comes out of his 
office, stations himself under 
the big clock in the lobby, and 
lets off steam. It doesn't last

IS name is Frank Richard 

Bradley, M.D., and last 

week he reached his twenty- 
fifth anniversary as director of 
Barnes Hospital. To most peo- 
ple the word director means 
little, but to people who know 
hospitals it means more than 
just running a hospital. It 
means running a hospital and a 
half dozen different businesses 
along with it. 

Dr. Bradley is recognized as 
a national authority on hospital 
management and administratiaqn, 
and announcement was recently 
made at the annual banquet of 
the American Hospital Associa- 
tion that Dr. Bradley had been 
named president-elect of that 
organization, to assume office in 
September, 1954. 

.When young Dr.‘®radley took 
over as director of Barnes Hos- 
pital 25 years ago it was a 
medium-sized hospital with 200 
beds and little or no fame. To- 
day it has 850 beds, and so many 
departments and people who are 
nationally outstanding they are 
taken for granted. The hospital 
and medical center now include 
Barnes Hospital itself, Children’s 
Hospital, St. Louis Maternity 
Hospital, Wohl Memorial Hos- 
pital, the Washington University 
School of Nursing, McMillan 
Hospital and, now under con- 
struction, the Renard Psychiatric 
Hospital and the new Barnard 
Skin and Cancer Hospital. In 
connection with the center is 
thé’Mallinckrodt Institute, which 
does X-ray work for all 
group, as well as radio-active 
work with radium isotopes and 
the betatron.

N'the early days at Barnes, as 
| at all hospitals, the doctors on 

the staff were also the admin- 
istrators of the hospital, and its 
management could be charitably 
described as hit-or-miss. Even 
after boards of trustees realized 
that the answer lay in paid ad- 
ministrators, their selection was 
still something of an accident. 

“Tl was an accident,” Dr. Brad- 
ley points out. “I had no inten- 
tion of ‘becoming an administra- 
tor. Had no interest in , being 
one, either. I was a resident 
in surgery, and Dr. Louis H. 
Burlingham, who was director 
then, tapped me to be his as- 
sistant.” 

In 1933, the American Col- 
lege of Hospital Administration 
brought the situation to a head. 
“accident or career?” it asked, 
in urging that universities start 
courses in hospital administra- 
tion. Five years ago only two 
universities were offering such 
a course. Today there are 14. 
It carries a graduate degree, 
and to enter the Washington 
University course a man must 
have an A.B., B.S., or M.D. de- 
gree. It was Dr. Bradley who 
persuaded Washington Univers- 
ity to institute the course, in 
1946. He is its administrator, 
as well as professor. 

While it was modern surgery 
that started the growth of mod- 
ern hospitals, it is the discovery 
of new drugs and new opera- 
tions, which have been coming 
so fast in the last three dec- 
ades, that keep them expand- 
ing. 

om remember when I came 
here as a student in 1923,” Dr. 
Bradley recalls, “a big pharma- 
ceutical company was using 
Barnes as a laboratory to test 
insulin, which was still new. 
Much of the research on insulin 
for diabetes was done here. 

“Il remember when Dr. Gra- 
ham became interested in em- 
pyema, the disease which killed 
so many soldiers in camp in the 
first world war. People thought 
they were dying of flu. They 
did get flu first, then they got 
a secondary infection with a 
sore throat. Then they got an 
abscess on their lungs, and died. 

“It wasn't influenza that 
killed them. Surgeons were 
operating on the lung abscess 
but too soon. They spread the 
infection. It was Dr. Graham 
who studied ‘the disease and 
found that the thing to do was 
wait until the infection was lo- 
calized. Then it could be 
drained, without spreading the 
infection. He also discovered 
he could get to it better if he 
removed a rib. Out of that he 
develo the que of 
th surgery to the point 
where he could remove an en- 
tire lung. That led to our chest 
surgical division, and the Rand 
Johnson Memorial wing ‘was 

as a result of that work. 

“It was Dr. Graham who de- 
veloped a gall bladder dye for 
studying diseases. of the gall 
bladder.

N the hospital print shop, two 

two printers turn out the mil- 

lions of pieces of printed ma- 
terial on 27,000 different forms 
used by the various departments 
each year. The sewing depart- 
ment has 12 women at sewing 
machines making curtains, op- 
erating caps and gowns, scrub 
dresses, towels and even baby 
dresses.

NATIVE of Laclede, Ill., Dr. 
Bradley finished high school 
at Mount Vernon, Ill., where 

the family was living at the time. 
His father was at various times 
a farmer, coal miner, justice of 
the peace, small-town newspaper 
publisher and Baptist prone’. 

After graduating from h 
school in 1917, Dr. Bradley 
worked for four years as a 
brakeman with the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad to make 
money to go to college. In 1921 
he enrolled in the school of 
medicine at Washington Univer- 
sity. He went to school all day 
and then worked a full night 
shift as a switchman with the 
Terminal Railway Association. 
He got his M.D. degree in 1928, 
was a surgical intern for a while 
at Veterans Hospital at Jeffer- 
son Barracks and then went to 
Barnes where he was asked to 
take the job of assistant superin- 
tendent. He took it on a trial 
basis. 

Today he is a member of 17 
medical and hospital organiza- 
tions and has been an officer of 
many of them. He has served 
as consultant to the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, the Hoover 
Committee in the medical serv- 
ices division, and to the United 
States Army, not to mention 
serving in an advisory capacity 
on the boards of numerous local 
organizations, such as the Com- 
munity Chest, the Social Plan- 
ning Council and the Civil De- 
fense Council. 

But his chief interest, and per- 
haps the reason for his success 
as an administrator, is the com- 
fort and welfare of the patient 
in the hospital. He has imagi- 
nation, his associates say, and 
can place himself in the patient's 
position. He works from 8 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. at his desk, often visits 
the hospital at night, and is even

Men Who Guard U.S. Mails 


You Seldom Hear’ of Postal Inspection Service, 


but Its Representatives Are Always on Job — Their 


Work Resulted in 49,000 Convictions Last Year 


(Editor’s note: There’s a 
bright spotlight on most gov- 
ernment bureaus in Washing- 
ton, But not on the Pbdstal In- 
spection Service. Many people 
never heard of it. Most others 
haven’t the slightest idea of 
how it works. That’s the way 
the postal inspectors like it. 
Told here for the first time 
are many of the details about 
the men who guard the mails.)

* WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (AP) 
HE United States postal in- 
T spectors, who work for the 
country’s oldest detective 
bureau, get to meet all kinds of 
interesting people. Most of the 
people they meet are crooks. 
There was, for example, the 
thief who was caught by his 
own process of elimination. He 
eliminated everyone but him- 
self. Also: The friendly, middle- 
aged man who liked to read oth- 
er people’s mail, and the you- 
can - work - at - home - and-make- 
money promoters. 


These are but a few of the 
enterprising performers who 
every year try to make a fast 
buck out of the United States 
mail service. And they would, 
too, except that their severest 
critics are 875 postal inspectors, 
who operate all over the coun- 
try with a marked impatience 
toward anyone trifling with the 
mail. 

The Postal Inspection Service 
has existed continuously in some 
form or another since the time 
of Benjamin Franklin. It has 
operated in substantially its 
present form since 1875. 


It is not only the oldest fed- 
eral detective agency extant, it 
also has one of the highest bat- 
ting averages. In some years, 
postal inspectors convict 98 per 
cent of the culprits they take to 
trial. Last year alone, their work 
resulted in 49,000 convictions. 


* * + 


LD and effective,as it is, the 

Postal Inspectioh Service is 

one of Uncle Sam’s least 
talked about functions. That’s 
because the bureau of the chief 
post office inspector, which runs 
the service and is headed by 
David H. Stephens, has no pub- 
lic relation director, In Wash- 
ington, a government agency 
without its own publicity man is 
a startling rarity. 

And so, you probably didn’t 
hear about a story which began 
early one November morning in 
1951 at Fort Bragg, N.C. The 
daily mail truck had just arrived 
when it was discovered that the 
registered mail sack—contain- 
ing, among other vallables, two 
watches and 200 blank travelers’ 
checks—was conspicuously mis- 


sing. 
Who swiped it—soldier or 
civilian, professional or ama- 


teur? Where do you begin? The 
postal inspectors began with 
everyone who had been or could 
have been near the mail truck. 
They learned little. 

Then some of the travelers’ 
checks were cashed in Rich- 
mond and Washington. Descrip- 
tions? One man was tall, the 
other dark and short. Nothing 
more. More checks were cashed 
in other cities. Descriptions be-. 
came clearer. The tall man had 
dropped out. The short man was 
always the same. 

All checks were cashed on 
weekends and some on Christ- 
mas, which meant they could 
have been cashed by a G.I. on 
leave. Postal inspectors waited. 
Then a check was cashed in 
Roanoke, Va., to buy auto tires, 
size 6.50 by 16. Another was 
cashed in Detroit, by a man ac- 
companied by a woman and two 
small children. 

Inspector# H. B. Dean and J. 
R. Stokes, out of the Atlanta 
office, got busy. Among the 10,- 
000 auto registration cards at 
Fort Bragg, they winnowed out 
those for cars which used 6.50 
by 16 tires. From that group, 
they eliminated all the cards 
except those of men who came 
from the Detroit area. 

Then Deal and Stokes got a

real break. Fort Bragg troops 
moved south in two huge col- 
umns for winter - maneuvers. 
Now the thief began his own 
process of elimination. 


The troop columhs stopped at 
different times in Columbus, 
Ga., where one traveler's check 
was cashed to buy a portable ra- 
dio. The time of the purchase 
told the inspectors their man 
was in the first column. 


Dean and Stokes, through the 
section commanders, had every 
owner of a camera and portable 
radio register ownership of 
same. The cameras were only a 
“cover.” A check of the list 
led to a man from Detroit who 
had both a portable radio and 
6.50 by 16 tires. 


He was arrested March 10, 
1952. He was carrying some 
blank checks and wore one of 
the stolen watches. He shortly 
confessed, identified his partner 
in crime (a tall G.I.) and said 
they had found the registered 
bag lying on the roadside. Each 
got 18 months in: jail. 


This case took more than 
three months to crack. It is 
cited not because it involved a 
sensational ount of loot but 
because it typifies the patient 
digging of your mail sleuths. 
There have been many bigger 
cases solved in much less time. 


For example, on Sept. 5, 1950, 
two men held up a little post 
office in Midway, Wash., near 
Seattle, and made off with $260,- 
000 worth of money order 
blanks.. They also took the rub- 
ber stamps needed to make the 
blanks good. But 72 hours later 
—and thousands of miles away 
—they were caught in Denver 
and New Orleans. How? 


First, Seattle Postal Inspector 
R. F. Howe received a govd de- 
scription of the robbers from 
the Midway postmaster, within 
15 minutes of the holdup. The 
descriptions were broadcast to 
all 15 divisions of the Postal 
Inspection Service. So were the 
numbers of the stolen blanks. 


The trail began in Reno, 
where eight of the money orders 
were cashed in gambling houses 
and a night club. Two Inspec- 
tors, flown in from San Fran-

WO other inspectors boarded 

the train in Denver, nabbed

complice was a man named Wil- 
son. That’s all he would say.

A Seattle 
inspector flew to Spokane only 
to find that Wilson and his wife 
had just left by plane for New 
Orleans via Chicago. Chicago 
inspectors were alerted but 
found no Wilson when the plane 
landed there. 


An*inspector in Fort Worth, 
Tex., was rushed to New Orleans 
but reached the airport too late. 
Wilson’s plane had already ar- 
rived. The inspector, with the 
aid of local police, checked all 
recent hotel registrations. With- 
in two hours, the inspector had 
his man. Enroute to the federal 
lockup, Wilson tried to toss a 
slip of paper out of a cab win- 
dow. The slip was recovered. It 
was a Railway Express receipt 
which led inspectors to the rest 
of the stolen money orders and 
helped send both Wilson and 
Williams to jail. 


The thief who rifles mail 
boxes for cash or checks is not 
unusual. But one affable, mid- 
dle-aged gent with a habit of 
dipping into other people’s mail 
boxes did prove unusual. 


At first it seemed that all he 
wanted to do was to read other 
people’s mail. He stole nothing. 
Then it developed that he was 
interested in the names and ad- 
dresses of their out-of-town 
friends. 

And, finally one evening, he’d 
ring the doorbell of, say, a Bill 
Smith, whose mail he had been 
reading. He’d explain that he 
and Smith had mutual friends 
in Duluth. 

By this time, the stranger 
would be invited to sit down. 
Then he’d explain his story. 
Seems he lost his wallet on the 
train. Seems he called his 
brother in Duluth to wire him 
some money. Seems that just 
as he called, his brother at that 
very moment was playing host 


to Smith’s friend, Sam Jones. , 


Seems that Sam said, why don’t 
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you call on my old friend Bill 
Smith; he’ll give you $20 to tide 
you over the night. 


You'd be surprised how many 
suckers fall for this dodge. 
Postal inspectors arrested the 
same affable, middle-aged 
stranger several times on the 
same charge. He usually gets a 
short prison term, After awhile, 
inspectors begin to get the same™ 
old complaints from another 
town. It’s usually the same man. 


Because the victims frequently 
involve old people and invalids, 
the rackets which most irritate 
postal inspectors are the phony* 
work-at-home schemes. This fre- 
quently begins with an ad, which . 
invites the reader to send in his 
dollar for instructions‘and mate- 
rials on a product which is earn- 
ing ‘‘some of our students $50 to 
$100 a month right in their own 
homes.”

thors of such ads, the man who 
sends in his dollar usually gets 
nothing in return. Two such 
racketeers were caught recently 
in Boston just 24 hours after 
the letters started rolling in. 
Using a postoffice box as a 
return address, they received 
more than 50 letters the first 
day. By the end of the second 
day their mail filled three large 


shopping bags. Then the in- 
spectors moved in. 
Ultimately, the racketeers 


drew two-year sentences each 
but what pleased the inspectors 
most was this: Of the $13,000 
mailed in to them, the crooks 
had time to spend only $50. The 
rest was mailed back.

NE of the Postal Inspection 
Service’s most effective 


weapons against criminals is 
its small but highly effective 
Washington laboratory. Here 
are strange cameras which can 
literally see through envelopes, 
the world’s best files on inks 
and typewriters and various 
other devices. 

All the gadgets are designed 
to stop the criminal who uses 
the mails to defraud or kill— 
forgers, swindlers who try to 
sell worthless stock, people who 
try to raise checks or change 
the terms of a will, murderers 
who send bombs and poisoned 
candy through the mail. 


Technicians can, for example, 
simply put a drop of water on 
the dot of an “i” or the cross of 
a “t” to determine whether two 
different inks were used in mak- 
ing out a particular check. 


The laboratory has a file on 
all typewriters made in this 
country and many foreign 
makes. It contains enlarged pho- 
tographs of letters made by dif- 
ferent brands. No two typewrit- 
ers type exactly alike. — 


In addition to helping crack 
serious crimes, this typewriter 
file recently broke a minor but 
engaging mystery right in the 
home of the Post Office Depart- 
ment—in its main Washington 
building, 


This began with a postal work- 
er who happened to pick up a 
slip of paper in the main lobby. 
The paper appeared to be au- 
thorization for a “Peter Evans” 
to take a brief vacation on the 
grounds of leprosy. 


The story and inevitable ques- 
tion spread like wildfire among 
the building’s thousands of em- 
ployes. “Who's got leprosy?” 
everyone asked. 

The postal inspection service's 
laboratory nailed the culprit in 
ess than two hours. Its type- 
writer file led inspectors to a 
certain departmental office. 
There, individual typewriters 
were compared until they found 
the right one. 


Cornered, the guilty man pro- 
tested, “But it was all just a 
joke.” The post office laughed 
so hard he was fired.

LBERT ALOE, ‘‘Sunday 

painter” who paints four 

hours almost every night ex- 
cept Sunday, opened a one-man 
show with a reception yesterday 
at Petit Pigalle, 4207 Lindell 
boulevard. Included are 18 oils 
reflecting excellent and diversi- 
fied instruction, seriousness, sen- 
sitivity and a great deal of fun. 

The exhibitor, president of the 
Albert Aloe Co. and the 60-year- 
old grandfather of three, re- 
sumed his study of painting in 
1949 after a rather long hiatus. 
He first studied art at the Wash- 
ington University School of Fine 
Arts in 1904 at the age of 11, 
when the school occupied the 
present site of Central Public 
Library. 

In the meantime, while at- 
tending the old Tome School for 
Boys in Maryland, Phillips Exe- 
ter Academy in New Hampshire 
and Pennsylvania State College, 
he kept his art interest alive 
without formal. instruction by 
sketching and doing illustrations 
for academic yearbooks. 

When he again took up art, 
his first teacher was Frank B. 
Nuderscher. “Sermon on the 
Mount,” done during this period, 
is a circular composition of 26 
figures. Not unpleasing in total 
effect, the picture is rather flat- 
ly representational in aim but is 
carried out with no little skill.

EHUDI MENUHIN, one of 
Y the ranking violinists of the 

world, will be soloist with the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
in concerts at 8:40 p.m.

DINGY, smoke-blackened room in the west wing of Jeffer- 
son Memorial, occupied by the Missouri Historical Society,

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DENYING PENSION 


FOR ALGER HSS ONVETOOF FUNDS 


Two Convicted Repre- 
sentatives Also Eligi- 
ble Under Law, Wil- 
liams Points Out. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (AP) 
~~ Senator John J. WfMlliams 
(Rep.), Delaware, said today he 
will ask Congress in January to 
deny federal pension rights to 
Alger Hiss and to two former 
Representatives convicted of 
corrupt practices while in office. 

There are a number of other 
former federal officials who 
have been convicted of various 
crimes but remain eligible for 
government pensions, Williams 
said in a statement, adding: 

“This is wrong. No public 
official who has been convicted 
by the courts of having unlaw- 
fully used his position to enrich 
his own personal fortune or who 
willfully betrays his country to 
a foreign power should be pen- 
sioned at the expense of the 
American taxpayers.” 

Williams named no names, but 
he cited “one former State De- 
partment employe who was con- 
victed of perjury in denying 
that he had given highly classi- 
fied government secrets to an 
agent of a foreign power, will, 
under the present laws, be eligi- 
ble to receive regular retirement 
— upon reaching the age 


A reporter told Williams that 
this description pinpointed Hiss. 
The Senator said he preferred 
“not to name individuals.” 

Hiss, who will be 51 years old 
on Nov. 11, last May completed 
one third of his five-year prison 
term but was refused parole. 
He will be eligible for good 
behavior release early next year. 
He is eligible for a pension at 
62 because he served nearly 14 
years in government agencies 
from 1933 to 1947. 

Two Congressmen. 

Williams declined also to 
name the Congressmen he had 
in mind. He said one of them 
is now receiving a pension and 
the other will be eligible when 
he reaches 62. 

The two former House mem- 
bers who served prison terms 
after passage of the congression- 
al retirement law are: 

Andrew J. May, now 78, who 
was convicted in 1947 on a bri- 
bery conspiracy charge in con- 
nection with World War II con- 
tracts after 16 years in the 
House as a Democrat from Ken- 
tucky. He served nine months 
and 13. days of a sentence of 
eight months to two years. 

J. Parnell Thomas, now 58, 
who in 1949 withdrew a not- 
guilty plea on a charge of pad- 
ding his office payrolls while a 
Republican Representative from 
New Jersey. A House member 
for 12 years, he served 8% 
months of a sentence of six to 
18. mohths. 

“During the past two years 
many high public officials, a 
large percentage of whom were 
employed in the Treasury De- 
partment, likewise have been 
convicted in the courts of such 
crimes as bribery, embezzlement, 
etc.,” Williams said. 

Still Eligible for Benefits. 

“In each of these cases, un- 
less our retirement laws are 
amended, these convicted offi- 
cials will, upon reaching the 
statutory retirement age, be eli- 
gible for all the retirement ben- 
efits which are now extended to 
the honest public officials.” 

Williams said his bill would 
prohibit payment of retirement 
benefits to any member of Con- 
gress, civilian or uniformed of- 
ficial or Government employe 
convicted of accepting bribes, 
other offenses involving im- 
proper use of authority, or of 
crimes involving disloyalty to 
the United States. 

Federal employes and mem- 
bers of Congress contribute to 
their retirement funds. wWil- 
liams’s bill would provide for 
refund of any retirement pay- 
ments made by persons denied 
pensions. 

Williams said confiscation of 
such funds “would in effect be 
an additional fine to that im- 
posed by the courts.”

But 
subsoil shrinkage rarely is uniform even wi the 
limits of a 30-by-30-foot house because the rate of 
moisture evaporation can vary widely around a 
building. This difference in shrinkage results in 
an uneven support for footings which, not being 
strong enough to resist removal of support, settle 
and crack as they adjust to the uneven sub-surface. 
Cracking usually will be seen sooner in base- 

mentless houses than in those with basements be- 
cause footings are nearer the surface where subsoil 
drying is most extreme. Cracking mostly takes 
place near exterior corners of a building, or at lo 
cations where footings are at different depths 
in the ground, or where a wing extends out from 
the main structure. Brick and concrete block walls 
generally crack apart in the mortar joints, but some- 
times cracks will be through the bricks or blocks 
themselves.

tlement because evaporation of subsoil moisture is 
more rapid there due to larger ground surface 
areas being exposed. South and west walls are 
more likely to settle than north and east walls be- 
cause longer exposure to the sun increases evap- 
oration.

ile foundation settlement undoubtedly has 
caused most of the trouble in this area, cracking 
can result from other causes. Some is due simply 
to materials in the structure—lumber, plaster, ma- 
sonry blocks, mortar, etc.—expanding or contract- 
ing for various reasons. Even cracking caused by 
foundation movement sometimes is minor and, de- 
pending on different factors, might arrest or even 
correct itself. Many clayey soils that shrink in dry- 
ing retain an affinity for water and in re-absorbing 
moisture will swell in the same proportion that they 
shrunk. Some soils will swell even when bearing 
a weight of several tons per square foot.

In new construction, protection against 
settlement from subsoil drying may be 
achieved by two methods: Putting in 
piers to support footings before ‘the foot- 
ings are poured, or by strengthening a 
poured concrete foundation with addi- 
tional reinforcement.

Copper enameling is, basically, the process of covering 
copper surfaces with baked-on enamels either in solid colors or 
decorative designs. The powdered enamel is sprayed or sifted 
on the cleansed copper surface. The article then is heated (fired) 
until the powder crystals fuse into a glazed surface. Decora- 
tive designs may be incorporated at various stages in the 
process: By masking with a cut-out silhouette or stencil either 
before or after the first coat of enamel is put on, then applying 
enamel overlays; by hand-painting; by sgraffito, or scratching 
through an overlaid coat to bring out the undercoat; by inlay- 
ing metal strips, and by other methods.

UNA COMBINED WITH NOODLES makes a casserole dish which may be 
repared on very short notice. Miss Ruth Haley, former director of the 
ternational Association of Stewards and Caterers and owner of a St. 

Louis cafeteria, regards a tuna, noodle and cheese casserole as one of her 
special dishes. - 

Miss Haley cooks noodles until they are tender, drains and blanches 
them under cold, running water, then folds in the tuna fish. A white sauce 
is made by combining flour, melted butter and milk, and cooking it until 
thickened, when salt is added. The tuna and noodles mixture is moistened 
with the sauce and poured into a large baking dish or small individual cas- 
seroles. It requires about 30 minutes’ baking in a 300-degree oven and 15 
minutes more after cheese has been sprinkled over the top. A green salad 
will serve as a piquant accompaniment to this rather bland dish. 

INGREDIENTS: One seven-ounce can tuna (preferably chunk style), two 
cups noodles, three tablespoons butter, two tablespoons flour, one and one-

N THE MIDST of general international uncertainty a lot 
of people are trying to reach a reasoned, judicial under- 
standing of world problems. Such searchers after basic 

issues are represented in the eight adult education groups 
on world politics that have been organized in the St. Louis 
area. Each of the groups meets weekly to express, argue 
over, and exchange ideas. 

As background the group members in advance of each 
two-hour evening session read through 50 or so pages of 
selected material by well-known writers on political or re- 
lated subjects. The reading, thtended to offer a balanced 
variety of views, is the basis of the evening's discussion. 
Groups are limited to a maximum of 32 members. Each 
group is under the guidance of two trained leaders who 
try to keep the discussion active and to the point. 

Co-sponsors of the discussion groups are the St. Louis 
Council on World Affairs and the Adult Education Council 
of Greater St. Louis. There are no educational require- 
ments for enrollment. Members are widely diverse in pri- 
vate activities, range from students through housewives to 
manufacturers. They pay an enrollment fee of $12 for in- 
dividuals, $18 for married couples, for the series of 10 
weekly meetings. The current series is the fourth since 
the groups were first started in St. Louis two years ago.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
HOME-TOWN visitor was touring the chrome- 
and-marble United Nations buildings here 
recently. 

He watched the General Assembly in ses- 
sion, strolled in the Delegates’ Lounge, listened to 
5-language translations in the committee rooms. 

Before he left, he met a member of the U.S. dele- 
gation. One problem troubled him, and he asked a 
straight question : 

“Look here,” he said, “since the war, we've poured 
billions and billions of dollars into other countries, 
trying to get them back on their feet. 

“But here at the U.N. when we get into the clinch 
on important things like the Korean peace confer- 


ence, some of these nations give us the arm. They | 


wouldn't be caught dead voting with us. How come?” 

The delegation member held up his hand. “Let me 
tell you a story,” he said. 

“Suppose you were a doctor, and you were called 
in to take care of a very seriously ill patient. 

“The man was flat on his back~—so weak he could 
hardly move. You did everything for him. 

“Then one morning you walked in his room—and 
without warning he threw a vase of flowers at you. 

“Would you be mad? 

“Maybe you would be, a little—but you'd be darned 
glad the man could heave the flowers. That would 
prove to you, once and for all, that he was getting 
well, able to-stand on his own feet. It wouldn't mat- 
ter much that he tossed the flowers. 

“That’s how it is here—we're glad to see some of 
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the people we've nursed flexing their muscles. That's 
healthy for the world, and in the long run what we 
want is a healthy world.” 

To the home-town visitor, that made sense. 

Other visitors, talking to Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., 
(PARADE’s cover, and above), head of the U.S. 
delegation, have reached a similar conclusion: U.S. 
interests at the U.N. are in good hands. There's a 
down-to-earth quality about this year’s session that’s 
been lacking before. 

This quality shows in the way Lodge and his fellow 
members look on some current U.N. problems. Ex- 
amples: 


> Have we been too tough in pushing our ideas 
of a Korean peace treaty? 

Not at all—Lodge and his delegation believe—even 
though the U.S. has been criticized as being “inflexi- 
ble” about Korea. | 

The fact is, no country except South Korea itself 
has anything like the vital interest in the problem we 
have. To other countries, it’s just one serious problem 
among many. We're entitled to feel keenly about it— 
and we do, even if other nations don’t seem to like it. 


>» Are other countries losing their love for us? 
Suppose they are? Lodge asks. We're simply too 
big and powerful to be “loved” by other nations. And 
anyway, every nation, like every individual, has its 
likes and dislikes. We can’t always win the popularity 
contest. What we want, though, is to be respected. 
More than that, we want every nation to speak its 


mind. We're against satellites for ourselves as well as 
anybody else. 


> Does that mean we'll lose out in the voting?

If 
we don't think things through, and don't explain our- 
selves well, we may well deserve to lose. 


> But what about these countries where we've 
spent so much money?

Thousands of older kids are begging for good homes. 


WARREN, R.IL. 
HERE'S newfound love and laughter for three 
people in a family here. 

They are George and Geraldine Rinesh 
and their adopted boy, Bill, 742, who live 
in the cheerful white house down on Locust 

Terrace. 

They're proving something: that there's just as 
much happiness in store for pe@ple who adopt older 
children as for those who adopt babies. 

Less than two years ago, the Rineshes—like most 
childless couples who want to adopt—were insisting 
on a baby only a few months old. 

They found what any adoption agency could have 
told them—that for every adoptable baby there are 
from 10 to 15 couples eager to have him. 

But with older kids, it’s a different story. The 
Rineshés at first refused to consider any of the up- 
wards of 10,000 youngsters in the U.S. of two and 
over, now living in institutions or placed in foster 
homes, who need the love and care of a legal mother 
and father. 

Their reasons for wanting a baby were the same 
reasons other couples have usually given: 

1, Babies “are cuter and seem more like your own.” 
2, Older children are “set in their ways and are hard 
to fit into your family.” 

3, There's “something wrong with older children, or 
else they would have been adopted younger.” 

4, Older children “know you're not their real parents, 
and could never give you all their love.” 

“But Billy has changed our minds about all that,” 
grins George Rinesh, 32, a salesman who covers the 
Providence territory for a big meat packing firm. 

“We're so. crazy about Bill,” says Geraldine, 35, 


. “that we’ve already applied for two more like him!” 


The Rineshes started thinking of adoption back in 
the Spring of 1951, after they had been married six 
years. Geraldine had had an operation and the doctors 
told her she could never have a child of her own. 

“We had always hoped for a child,” she says, “and 
we were heartbroken at the news. We couldn't face 
growing old alone!” 


2 


George, born in Hyde Park, N. Y., had grown up 
lonely as an only child. Geraldine, born in Oklahoma 
City as one of four sisters, wanted a big family. One 
sister, Mrs. Harold Taylor, of Fort Worth, Tex., had 
a son and daughter. Another, Mrs. Harold Strong, of 
Beaumont, Tex., had two sons. The third, Mrs. Bill 
Maddox, of Oklahoma City, had three sons. 

“We asked around Providence — for a baby, of 
course—,” says Geraldine. “We were told, ‘Wait!’ 

“Towards Christmas, when the stores were full of 
toys and Santas, the loneliness was unbearable. We 
went to the Rhode Island Child Welfare Service in 
Providence and pleaded, ‘Give us a baby!’ 

“ “Would you consider an older child?’ asked Ad- 
ministrator Lawrence C. Cole. ‘We have many of those 
—and they badly need your love!’ ” 

(According to the Child Welfare League of 
America, some communities are housing children in 


jails because there are no other temporary shelters 
for them.) 


They Wanted a Baby 


T THE RINESHES wanted a baby. They went away 
—disappointed. In Spring, they were approached 
by social worker Alice M. Baxter, of the Serv- 

ice’s Child Placing Unit. 

“Listen to me,” she said. “If you had had a baby 
when you were first married, he'd be about six years 
old now—not six months. I have a boy that’s just the 
right age. There's nothing wrong with him—he has 
an 1.Q. of 106. He meets all your requirements, includ- 
ing the ability to go on to college, as you have done. 
There's nothing wrong with him. He wasn’t adopted 
as a baby simply because he wasn’t legally free for 
adoption. He’s free now. He even looks like a child 
you might have had. Give him a chance!” 

The Rineshes agreed to meet him, as though by 
chance, at the Lincolnwood ‘Farms, an ice cream 
parlor near town. They went in and met Billy! 

«They were shocked! Billy might have been their 
own child! He had been chosen so carefully that he 
even had Geraldine’s coloration, hair and eyes. He

could wiggle his ears like George. Even Rex, the 
Rineshes’ dog, bounded to him with joy. And when 
Billy went outside to feed Rex an ice cream cone, the 


Rineshes tried to keep from crying. 


The next morning, Geraldine phoned the Service. 
“We have to have him!” she shouted. 

And so Billy, one of only eight “older” children 
out of a group of 35 of all ages who found homes 
through the Service that year, became Billy Rinesh. 


Billy Was Like Their Own 


T WHAT ABoOuT the fears that “an older child is 
B in his ways,” emotionally a perpetual 
stranger, and either unwilling or unable to fit in? 

“The fears are usually groundless,” says the Service, 
which has placed dozens of them. “In the first place, 
children at any reputable adoption agency are care- 
fully checked before they are offered. They have to 
pass psychiatric and psychological as well as physical 
tests. If they are emotionally upset, or attached to their 
real parents, you can’t have them. Black market babies 
may have illnesses that show up years later. 

“In the second place, no one who knows how in- 
tensely an ‘older’ child wants to belong to someone 
need fear that he'll not try to fit in. Most of them 
have more “will” to be liked than natural children.” 

Billy came to live with the Rineshes when school 
was out, on June 13, 1952, after six trial week-ends. 
At first shy, he started calling them “George” and 
“Geraldine” and then “My Kids!” 

“We found ourselves doing all sorts of things we 
had never thought of before,” says Geraldine. “Like 
going fishing or clamming in the river right outside 
our door! Or stopping for ice cream cones!” 

“I'll never get over the day he came for good,” says 
George. “His only belongings were a pencil box and 
some toy soldiers. We showed him the room we fixed 
up for him—just unpainted pine furniture we painted, 
and a few toys and nicknacks. Billy stood there with 
his eyes shining. Then he took our hands in those 
rough little hands of his and said ‘Hi, Dad! and ‘Hi, 
Mom!’ There wasn’t a dry eye in the house.” 


Geraldine got so excited she went out and bought 
5 pairs of $12 wool gabardine pants, $30 worth of 
shirts, $32 worth of shoes, a $40 coat, a $35 Sunday 
blue suit, and a $25 jacket. 

Billy has entirely changed their lives. George's 
$6,500 sales job over a wide territory has kept them 
on the move from town to town—and they never had 
time to feel “at home” in any. “It’s amazing what an 
introduction a child can be,” he says. 

Here are some of the things Billy has done: 

1. He has enabled Geraldine to meet mothers of 
other boys at St. Mary’s Academy, and in the Mothers’ 
Guild of St. Mary’s. ; 

2. George has met other fathers through the church 
Integritas Club. 


. 3, Because he is above the baby age, he not only 


doesn’t tie his parents down to the house, but he has 
reintroduced them to sports like skating, sailing, sleigh- 
riding and baseball. 
4, Because he serves as an altar boy at St. Mary’s, 
he has intensified their religious life. (Geraldine is 
a convert from Presbyterianism, but the little family 
goes together to Mass and weekly novenas.) 

“He makes us feel ashamed of ourselves some- 
times,” says George. “I give him 50¢ a week allowance

and he gives up to 30¢ of it to help the war orphans 

in Korea. He's always wanting to give his toys away, 

too, especially to another adopted child we know.” 
How do they know he loves them? “He showers us 


_ with affection,” says Geraldine. “For the first six 


months he wouldn’t even leave the house—until he 
was sure we loved him back. 

“It’s not a baby love—but something stronger. He 
tries to anticipate what I need done—like drying the 
dishes or emptying the garbage. If he thinks he has 
done anything wrong, he pesters us until we sit down 
and have a family conference. He always suggests 
stiffer punishment than he deserves. 

“Before he came to us, when he was in first grade, 
he made only 20 in spelling. He felt so sorry to disap- 
point us that he asked George to help him with his 
homework. Now he makes 100! 

“Last Christmas, when we told him to tell Santa 
Claus what he wanted, he looked shocked! For his 
own protection, he had been told (like other home- 
less children) not to ask. This year, he understands 
what Christmas means. So do we—probably for the 
first time since we were small ourselves. He’s going to 
get that English racing bike if I have to make it 
myself!” 

In the year and a half since the Rineshes dared try 
adopting an older child, young Bill has come into 
the birthright of every American youngster—a normal 
childhood in a normal home. In so doing, he has 
richly repaid the Rineshes. 

But what about other children like him—in every 
town in America—considered too “old” to adopt? 
“Short of being adopted by relatives,” says the Service, 
“they don’t have much chance. 

“We can place them in temporary foster homes, and 
watch over them until they're of age, but that’s about 
all we can do. 

“Meanwhile, thousands of childless couples, either 
because babies are scarce or because experience ad- 
vises no more than a 35 or 45 year age difference be- 
tween the adopted and the adopters, will never know 
what a home with a child can be. 

“It's about time we gave older children a break!” a

“And he admires me, I suspect,” says Fenne- 
man, “because I can memorize lines. Groucho 
hates to memorize anything.” 

The people who write those protesting letters 
would feel better if they knew that the barbs 
Groucho continually throws at Fenneman prob- 
ably do conceal a very deep respect. 

The day of the show, George Fenneman comes 
into the studio a half hour before Groucho, so he 
can do the commercials in peace. 

“We found it doesn't pay to try to do them 
with Groucho,” Fenneman says wryly. “It’s 
pretty hard to be serious with this man around— 
nothing’s sacred to him.” 

The shows are filmed in advance for TV. 
During the filming, it doesn’t take much by 
Groucho to “break up” Fenneman’s announce- 
ments. “He can do it by merely interrupting me,” 
says Fenneman. “He'll wait until I am just about 
to utter a word. Then he'll start speaking and, of 


course, he bawls me out for interrupting him. 

“He'll break me up for four or five minutes 
and everybody laughs except the director, who 
sees 10,000 feet of expensive film that he can’t 
use going through the cameras.” 

Recently Groucho gave the announcer the 
business by shaking his hand and saying: 

“Fenneman, show the people your teeth.” 

So Fenneman smiled. 

“No, no!” Groucho said. “Take ‘em out and 

show them your teeth!”

The Brush-Off 


r Groucho will toss an aside: “How are 
QO you, Fenneman, you drunk?” 

Or, Fenneman will announce the Great 
Man, who enters to applause. Fenneman extends 
his hand for a handshake, but Groucho puffing 
at his cigar, walks right by the announcer, com- 
menting: “How do you get to Grand Central 
Station from here?” 

Or Groucho sits by the mike and tells the 
audience: “This is Mr. Fenneman, who will be 
just as dull as I was for the last three minutes.” 

It happens off stage too. Groucho will remark 
to Fenneman before the show: “George, you're 
lucky to be working with a fellow with a face 
like mine. You have to look good!” 

Fenneman usually drops in to Groucho’s 
dressing room before the show. “We chat about 
books and authors or something in the news,” 
he says. 


Down to Work 


FTER GOING OVER the commercials, Fenne- 

‘man gets notes on the people in the studio 
truck drivers, fire- 
men, servicemen. Before the show, the people 
are interviewed quickly and have television 
makeup applied. 

While this is going on, Groucho is being made- 
up in his dressing room (he never sees the con- 
testants before the show begins), but he always 
appears onstage before the audience warm-up 
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Fenneman has a job to do but sometimes it tokes him 10 minutes to say 3 lines. 


is over, to stroll around, blow cigar smoke in 
Fenneman’s face, and otherwise heckle him. 

“Maybe there'll be a pretty girl on the show,” 
says Fenneman.’He'll tell me casually, ‘Get her 
phone number!’ Or he may say something the 
audience can’t hear. 

“Subconsciously, I'm on guard, but I can't 
ever figure out what he’s going to do or say. I 
never even know how he’s coming on stage: 
once he rode out in a wheelchair. Another time 
he walked right past me and announced: ‘Wel- 
come to John’s Other Wife. 1 was out with her 
last night, and you're welcome to her!" 

“I may have only three lines to say to intro- 
duce the contestants but it may take me 10 min- 
utes to get those three lines out,” says Fenneman. 

Fenneman does not have much outside contact 
with Groucho. For that matter, Groucho doesn’t 
have much social contact with anybody. Once a 
year he gives a party. Everybody goes home by 
12 o'clock and Groucho goes right to bed. 

One of Groucho’s favorite subjects is Fenne- 
man’s education. Groucho still insists that Fen- 
neman went to Stanford, despite the fact the 
announcer attended San Francisco State. 


‘| Pleaded with Him’ 


66 CORRECTED HIM about this, but you just 
never try to correct Groucho,” says Fenne- 
man. “He still persisted in saying that I 
had gone to Stanford. 

“All my friends thought that I was ‘going 
Hollywood,’ disowning my college. So I went to 
Groucho and pleaded with him: 

“*Gee, Groucho, you're getting me into 
trouble with this Stanford business.’ 

“ ‘Okay, we'll correct that,’ Groucho prom- 
ised. So that evening he says on the show: ‘Ladies 
and gentlemen, I’ve been saying all along that 
George went to Stanford. Now he tells me this 
isn’t true.” Then Groucho turned to me in front 
of everybody and asked, ‘Where did you go, 
George?’ I enunciated very clearly, “San Fran- 
cisco State College.’ 

“Then with that double look he gives people, 


he told the audience: ‘Aw, you made that up. 
You went to Stanford!” (Fenneman has quit 
trying.) 

Other people might consider this rough treat- 
ment, but Fenneman says he actually enjoys it. 
“Everybody seems to think Groucho is always 
picking on me and lots of people feel real sorry 
for me,” he says. “But he’s not nasty. I don't 
think he’s ever said anything in malice to me. 
Sure, | used to worry that he didn’t like me.” 

Despite all these things, or perhaps because of 
them, Groucho and his announcer have a re- 
markable rapport during the show. 

“When he likes a contestant, he glances over 
at me and we sort of mentally agree with a little 
aside glance,” says Fenneman. 

“Once you get to know him,” Fenneman 
says, “you find that this kind of guy you can’t 
get mad at.” 


He Worries 


CCORDING to Fenneman, Groucho ts a 
A chronic worrier. “I think he’s perturbed 
very much about the condition of the 
world. But he never burdens anybody with his 
own problems. The only time I really heard him 
complain was when he made a movie. ‘I have to 
memorize these asinine lines,’ he said. 

“The guy is simply a tremendous person,” 
says Fenneman. “There are so many sides to 
Groucho that Id like to know him better my- 
self. There are very few guys in his league. He’s 
not cast in any mold. One thing I do know—he 
can deflate anybody and sometimes it'll sound 
cruel.” 

Fenneman relates an incident that happened 
not long ago at a restaurant. 

Groucho hates to be bothered especially when 
he’s eating. A woman rushed up to his table and 
started gushing all over him. Groucho ignored 
her as long as he could. The woman identified 
herself as a “typical fan” and then, getting no 
response from Groucho, asked half doubtingly, 
“Aren’t you Harpo Marx?” 

“No,” said Groucho. “Are you?” *

PALO ALTO, Calif. 
HEY'VE BEEN THROWING mud at 
Bob Mathias, America’s No. ! 
athlete, since he dared to criticize 
“pressurized” football—and quit the 
game in determination to do some- 
thing about it. 

But it looks as if the brawny young Stan- 
ford University back, who had the courage to 
explode the year’s greatest sports controversy, 
started something. 

And that “something” may be a great 
change in college football—back toward the 
sportsmanship of pre-box office days. 

Already dozens of college presidents have 
congratulated Mathias. 
>» One of them wrote him that his own son, 
who had always been an athlete, had also 
just quit football for similar reasons. 

Mathias dropped his bombshell in an ex- 
clusive report called “I’m through with Col- 
lege Football” in PARADE, Aug. 16. 

In that report he said he was not going to 
play again this fall because football has be- 
come big business “and has lost its appeal as 
a sport for the men who play it.” 

Mathias’ decision was the result of two 
years of playing in, and observing, games in 
which player after player was unnecessarily 
injured because of the “pressure” of the mod- 
ern game. He found, too, that modern foot- 
ball practice takes far too much time from 
study. 
> “Mathias can take the rough stuff—and dish 
it out—with the best of them,” his friends say. 
“But he has an old-fashioned idea that games 
are played for sport. He’s fed up with the 
idea that games should be won—for the box 
office—by dirty playing if necessary.” 


Sniping Begins 


E INK was scarcely dry on Mathias’ 
article before the shooting began. 

Some of it came from coaches. Some 
came from sports writers, and one or two 
barbs came from football players who seemed 
to think Mathias was criticizing the game it- 
self. 

In New York, Princeton’s coach Charley 
Caldwell was quoted as saying something 
about a “nice boy” who was “not accustomed 
to rough-and-tumble contact sports.” 

Mathias grinned when he read this, and 
read on. “This is a game for red-blooded kids 
- . « They glory in it—glory in taking it and 
glory in dishing it out.” 

And Coach Jess Hill of Southern Cal was 
quoted as making a pointed reference to 
“pSeudo-footballers.” 
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now say he was right! 


Some sports writers lectured Mathias about 
‘bad taste.’ 

“One said I had ‘put the skids’ under my 
career,” Bob said. “Some claimed I was at- 
tacking the game itself. That's like saying a 
man who complains about a burned steak is 
attacking the cattle industry!” 

But men who know Mathias as a hard- 
hitting, red-blooded player, rallied to him. 
Two California sports columnists blasted

back at Southern Cal’s coach Jess Hill for his 
reference to “pseudo-footballers.” 

> “Last season,” said one sports editor, 
“Mathias carried the ball 147 times for 653 
yards .. . We don’t remember Hill doing that 
well as a Trojan.” 

Meanwhile Mathias had written to 293 
college presidents asking how they felt about 
his article in PARADE and asking for their 
help in establishing his 5-point program for 
better football. 
>» Replies from some large universities were 
conspicuous by their absence. 

But letters poured in from many small 
schools. At last count Mathias had nearly 
100 replies—nearly all of them supporting 
him. 
> Wrote UNION COLLEGE’s prexy Carter 
Davidson: 

“My son has just made exactly the same 
decision at Amherst. He too liked football 
but feels college has taken most of the fun 
out of it, even though Amherst is definitely 
not a high pressure college.” 
>» And from TEXAS CHRISTIAN U’s Dr. M. E. 


Sadler came a copy of a letter he had just 
written to TCU'’s Coach Abe Martin: 

“Dear Abe: ... we like to win games... 
But | want you to know that we are going 
to be for you 100% —win, lose or draw.” 

Presidegt Sadler told Bob he was “in com- 
picte agreement” with him in what he'd found 
about football. 

Said other college bigwigs: 

» MONTANA State College (Pres. Roland R. 


Renne): “Elimination of coaches who toler- 
ate ‘rough stuff... should be quick and 
decisive.” 


>» BOSTON College (Pres. Joseph Maxwell, 
S.J.): “College ‘presidents should exercise 
control over the current abuses... .” 

>» ALLEGHENY College (Pres. Louis T. Be- 
nezet): “I think the greatest single step to be 
taken would be to place this subject on the 
agenda of the Assn. of American Colleges 
and the Assn. of American Universities at 
their next annual meeting.”

But for Mathias, the best evidence that he 
had “started something” came as he was 
leaving the stadium here a few Saturdays ago.

The son of one 
of them, a boy about 14, piped up: “Shucks, 
as Bob Mathias says, it's only a game. Don’t 
get so mad!” 

“That,” says Mathias, “is all I wanted to 
hear!”
